The development of nuclear 
energy for generating electricity 
is still front-page news. Less 
publicised, though no less out- 
standing, are new developments 
in “* conventional ’”’ generating 
plant. The  turbo-alternator 
si.uwn here is a 550,000 kilowatt 
unit — twice the capacity of the 
next largest on order for the 
Central Electricity Generating 
Board. It has been designed for 
the projected new power station 
at Thorpe Marsh. For Blythe 
*B’, another new station, 
275,000 kilowatt in-line units 
are on order. They will be 
powered by steam at 2,350 Ib. 
per sq. in. and 1,050°F, with 
reheat to 1,000°F. 

Nuclear power will play an 
important part in meeting the 
ever-increasing demand for 
electricity. Work’ is now in 
progress on the first three 
nuclear power stations, at 
Bradwell, Berkeley and Hinkley 
Point. By 1966/7 some 5 to 6 


million kilowatts of nuclear- 
generated electric power will 
be available. 

Though these projects will 
not be completed for some 
time, the Central Electricity 
Generating Board plays an 
important part in today’s fight 
against inflation. Power stations 
are being built at a cost no 
greater than in 1948 — £50 per 
kilowatt installed.

THE MODULAR SOCIETY 


HE Modular Society has been in existence now for five years and has just 
celebrated the occasion by a publication ‘ The Modular Society Reports 
Results of Five Years’ Work, 1953/1958.’ It is a short statement, really more 
of a manifesto than a report, outlining what the Society believes to be a sound 
basis for modular co-ordination. It is focused, of course, upon the 4 in. module 
It speaks of tolerances in manufacture and gives three rules for assembly to 
which four ‘riders’ are added. This forms the bulk of the document. A short 
a aa statement at the end outlines the aims, history, and activities of the 
Society. 


_As an organisation it was the brain-child of Mr. Mark Hartland as 
FRIBA, who realised that here was a subject that touched all sides of building 
intimately, without being wholly within the responsibility of any one of them 
People in many parts of the world concerned for the development of modular 
co-ordination have admired the initiative which brought the British Society into 
being and have envied the opportunity it provided. Mr. Thomas became the 
first secretary of the organisation, and its development and tenacity in the face 
of difficulties owes much to him. 


Yet the Society has not had the generous measure of support that ought 
seemingly to have been given to it, and one wonders why. Perhaps it is nothing 
more than the natural resistance to the multiplication of societies in the modern 
world. Enthusiasts join readily enough, but people to whom it is a straight 
business matter tend to wait and judge on the basis of performance. It will be 
interesting to see whether or not this latest document significantly widens the 
Society's industrial and professional support, for in giving so much prominence 
in it to its approach to modular co-ordination, it has invited this to be 
regarded as a test of the acceptability of the Society’s policy. 


In the circumstances it is somewhat unusual in its drafting, for both the style 
and comments are rather assertive, and although this leads to a welcome 
brevity, the resulting restriction of explanation and discussion seems a dis- 
advantage. ; 


An example is the section of * tolerance,’ which consists mainly of definitions 
of five terms. Admittedly it is important to have an adequate terminology 
correctly used, but cannot the BSI look after this, and could not the Society 
with more advantage elaborate its ideas on application? Perhaps in practice ft 
does so, but if this is the case, the report inadequately reflects it, and a feature 
which is important for industry has suffered thereby. 


There is, too, a curious note of dogmatism which some will find disturbing 
The Society wants, for instance, to stop the use of the term * module’ and 
‘ modular ’ for anything other than the 4 in. unit and any development based 
upon it. This, frankly, is just silly, for no organisation has the right to claim 
exclusive meanings for terms in common use. An architect cannot be stopped 
from using another unit if he wishes, nor from describing the resulting design 
as modular in character. Moves of this kind weaken confidence and do no 
service to the subject. On the other hand, the section on rules for modular 
co-ordination are interesting and useful to read. 


The Society is a non-profit making company and is, of course, entitled to 
adopt and promote any policy it wishes. On the other hand it has also seemed 
to seek the position of providing an objective platform and focus for the 
country’s discussion of the subject. There is little doubt that the co-ordination 
of dimensions on a modular basis is basically sound and deserving of support 
Whether the industry, the professions and government bodies will accord the 
Society a central position depends upon it, not upon them, and this in turn 
depends upon confidence in its good judgment and impartiality. From these 
points of view the report seems to lack the stature it might have had, but no one 
will wish the Society other than success in the development of the subject. 
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Notes of the Week 


Architecture in Greater London 


ALREADY, before waiting for the 
“" Royal Commission on Local 
Government in Greater London to pub- 
lish their report, political manoeuvrings 
are beginning to darken counsel over the 
best way to deal with the intricate prob- 
lems involved in administering what is 
commonly accepted to be the most 
densely populated area of its size in the 
world. It is, therefore, all the more 
refreshing to turn to the evidence sub- 
mitted to the Royal Commission by the 
RIBA on this subject (reproduced on 
page 441), which is as outspoken as it is 
impartial on all that affects the future of 
architecture, planning and civic design. 


The Royal Institute comes out strongly 
against any action being taken to reduce 
the efficiency of the London County 
Council by delegation of powers to the 
existing Metropolitan Borough Councils, 
many of which employ only architec- 
tural assistants in the borough engineer’s 
department. The RIBA declares: * The 
LCC is outstanding for the contribution 
it has made in architecture and planning 
since its formation, and in building by- 
laws has achieved a _ uniformity of 
administrative treatment which should, at 
all costs, be maintained, indeed extended 
to the whole of the Greater London area.’ 


In the event, however, of a wholesale 
reorganisation of ;tocal government in 
Greater London, the RIBA considers that 
at regional level there should be an 
elected Greater London Council, which 
should make it administratively possible 
for a high standard of architecture to be 
achieved consistently over the whole area. 
Furthermore, it is suggested that, logic- 
ally, there may well be reason to consider 
that such a Greater London Council 
should cover the area beyond the Green 
Belt that includes the New Towns. 


Whatever may prove to be the best 
solution of London’s administrative 
problems there is no doubt that civic 
design and architecture could only be the 
sufferers if authority for these matters 
were given to local councils of insufficient 
size to employ first-class architectural 
staff, and the RIBA has done well to 
draw attention to this very real danger. 


Competitions Defended 


THE Minister of Works, Mr. Hugh 
Molson, has been soundly taken to task 
for his injudicious remarks in Parliament 
recently that he was not in favour of 
architectural competitions as a means of 
appointing architects for Government 
buildings. Writing in the September issue 
of the RIBA Journal the chairman of the 
Royal Institute's Competitions Com- 
mittee, Mr. W. F. Howard, FRIBA, 
demolishes Mr. Molson’s case that com- 
petitions have not been successful in pro- 
viding a design for a major Government 
building in the past 100 years, and draws 
attention to what is perhaps the weakest 
part of the Minister's argument, in that 
his department have only one example on 
which they can base conclusions in the 
last 58 years. The matter is reported in 
more detail on page 426. 


King’s Cross Station 


To JUDGE by last week’s Press, one 
might suppose that plans for the rebuild- 
ing of King’s Cross station were much 
farther advanced than is in fact the case. 
‘King’s Cross Station is Doomed’ reads 
one headline, * King’s Cross Station to be 
Scrapped—New Giant will be One of 
World's Finest—Cost of Millions, trum- 
pets another, and the writer goes on to 
say, ‘The grimy, smoke-laden station is 
to disappear. The whole site will be 
cleared and the terminus be completely 
rebuilt to vie in convenience and 
modernity with any railway station on 
the Continent or in the US.” And an 
Eastern Region official is reported to have 
said that ‘the new streamlined King’s 
Cross would be the show piece of 
London’s main line termini.” 

Inquiry of British Railways reveals 
that, while considerable re-organisation 
of services on the Great Northern line is 
already under way and the first of 40 new 
Diesel-electric engines ordered to replace 
coal-fired engines in the inner suburban 
working and on some main lines is 
shortly to be delivered, no clear picture 
of what is likely to be required when the 
ultimate aim of electrification is achieved 
has yet emerged. Diesel traction is an 
interim measure pending electrification 
and the’ speed at which this can be 
achieved must depend upon the progress 
of the nation’s power station programme. 
Any plans now made must be regarded

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as entirely provisional and embryonic. 
The question of rebuilding the terminus 
has been under review for the past 20 
years and will almost certainly take at 
least another ten to reach any degree of 
finality. 


An Epsom and Ewell Anniversary 


To CELEBRATE the 2Ist anniversary of 
its incorporation, the Borough of Epsom 
and Ewell is to hold, among other events, 
a Civic Exhibition at the Town Hall, 
Epsom, from September 22 to 29. 
Occupying some 5,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space, this will have sections devoted to 
architecture, town planning, highway 
engineering, eic., and will include many 
models. A full and varied programme of 
events has been drawn up, including an 
exhibition of pictures, a carnival pro- 
cession and youth display, a_ cricket 
match, a dramatic and choral entertain- 
ment, and much else. The official pro- 
gramme, which takes the form of a 
well-produced illustrated brochure (price 
6d. from the Town Hall), includes a 
variety of interesting articles on the 
borough and its history. 

* The Most Beautiful Roads * 

BRITAIN’S new motorways will be- 
come, in the opinion of the Minister of 
Transport and Civil Aviation, Mr. 
Harold Watkinson, some of the most 
beautiful roads in the world. He ex- 
pressed this view last week after a rapid 
‘four-wheel-drive’ tour of the St. 
Albans By-pass (the southern part of the 
London-Yorkshire motorway) between 
Park-street, (south of St. Albans) and 
Pepperstock, just south-west of Luton. 
Work on this section of the motorway, 
known as Contract 1, and estimated to 
cost £44m., is slightly ahead of schedule. 
The first concrete train is vibrating its 
way across the countryside, leaving in its 
track a 26 ft. strip of roadway. This 
will be joined to a 12 ft. strip to give the 
full width to one of the dual carriage- 
ways. Apart from the two places men- 
tioned the only access to this 14-mile 
length of roadway will be from the AS 
at Friar’s Wash and at Breakspear from 
Hemel Hempstead; all other intersecting 
roads will cross either over or under the 
motorway. These crossings will be made 
by means of reinforced concrete bridges, 
such as the one here illustrated, which is 
a design produced by the Hertfordshire 
County Council. 

The Minister's faith in the beauty of 
the finished product should hearten those 
who have seen only the present state of 
the work, for the earth-moving machines 
have left in their wake an undulating 
scar that rolls across the countryside for 
miles. However, there is much to be 
done before the road-link is finished and 
the mess cleared up, and Mr. Watkinson 
paid a tribute to the way in which the 
contractors, Tarmac Civil Engineering 
Ltd., have kept up to schedule despite 
the 623,000 tons of rain said to have 
fallen on the area of the contract since 
work started. Completion date target is 
October 31, 1959, and this means an 
average of a mile of motorway a month. 
Let us hope that the general optimism 
that this schedule can be fulfilled will be 
fully justified.

Planning the Cost 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR.—Your readers will be aware that 
‘ the Cost Research Panel of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
have recently been discussing principles 
and methods of cost planning multi- 
storey housing schemes. The Panel have 
prepared a fourth paper presenting the 
background information to their forth- 
coming report to the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 

Under the heading, ‘Nomination of 
Specialists,” that paper makes the rather 
startling statement that ‘If full advantage 
is to be derived from cost planning and 
economic control of development then 
the nomination of specialists should be 
reduced to a minimum if not completely 
avoided,” and later, ‘First, nominated 
specialist work restricts the items for 
which the contractor (i.e., the main con- 
tractor), may tender; and secondly, it re- 
duces the amount of site control afforded 
to the main contractor... .” 

The form of Agreement and Schedule of 
Conditions of Building Contract issued 
under the sanction of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers and the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, has 
been widely used for many years. Clause 
21 of that form provides, inter alia, that no 
nominated sub-contractor shall be employed 
upon or in connection with the works 
against whom the contractor shall make 
reasonable objection or (save where the 
architect and contractor shal] otherwise 
agree) who will not enter into a sub-contract 
on the terms laid down in Clause 21. 


It is a fact, as stated in the paper in ques- 
tion, that the work of nominated specialist 
sub-contractors accounts for a high propor- 
tion of the total cost of multi-storey 
development. Indeed, the growth of special- 
ist work related to the building industry is 
the direct result of research and develop- 
ment sponsored, fostered and finalised by 
specialists and not by contractors. These 
specialists have become the butt of cost 
planners seeking to usurp the architect's 
freedom of design and choice and ignoring 
the development skill of the specialist. 

It is to be regretted that the Cost Research 
Panel of the RICS should have seen fit to 
make these unwarranted adverse criticisms 
of the specialist sub-contractor and without 
adducing any evidence to support their 
view. It is hoped that, on further considera- 
tion of the matter, the Cost Research Panel 
will realise that the section of their report 
o which we have referred is both un- 
founded and unfair and that if specialist 
contractors are to be hampered in their re- 
search and development work the building 
industry and the country in general will be 
substantial losers.

QIR.—A word in your leader writer's 
ear, if I may! Or two words [see 
The Builder, September 5]. 

1. ‘There is no consensus of opinion. 
‘Critics are notoriously at odds.” So they 
were when Scott, Pugin, Burton and 
Cockerell practised. 

2. ‘An outstanding danger is the 
design formula.” ‘Contemporary build- 
ings are beginning to lock depressingly 
alike.” So they did in S., P., B. and C.’s 
days. There were many minor lights and 
their work is still with us. Why take 
them into account now but not then? 

I ‘It was comparatively easy to 
distinguish between the works of different 
men *—S., P., B. and C.’s in fact. I wonder 
if it was so easy then for the * public” you 
seem to wish to speak for? I could name 
four well-known modern architects—even 
British ones—whose work is quite individual. 
Of course there are many minor lights who 
are more prone to ‘ follow-my-leader” and 
apply clichés—not to mention those build- 
ings not designed by architects at all. 

Again, this was always so. All streaky 
bacon buildings are not Butterfields: just as 
all that gleams is not Goldfinger. 

4. ‘Is sham modernism inevitable? Not, 
one would suppose, under a sound system 
of architectural education.” Who is being 
educated here, the architects or their 
masters? Do all shopfitters employ archi- 
tects of front rank? Do all speculators? 
Do even local councils? Do they employ 
architects at all? The facts would be 
interesting, if available. 

5. *How much variety can we reasonably 
expect?’ You answer yourself at the end 
of the next paragraph-but-one, but 

6. ‘We shculd like to see a sort of 
aesthetic sanhedrim set-up.” Thank heaven 
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‘I'm waiting for these restric- 
tions to be lifted and we can get 
on with a bit of building ’ 





you're not likely to get it. Do you think 
you would get variety that way? I think you 
have missed the whole point of Mr. Chitty’s 
Address, which, as you say, has implications 
for a much wider audience! Dead right it 
has. But when you find an architect who 
can express himself in words, for goodness’ 
sake listen to him and not your own innet 
thoughts.

King’s Cross Station 
To the Editor of The Builder 
QJIR,—The news that King’s Cross 
Station is to be pulled down and 
completely rebuilt wil] be received with 
no little regret by students of railway 
history and Early Victorian architecture. 
No doubt the building is out of date, but 
architecturally it holds a high place 
among the best works of its period and 
kind. A few facts about it may be of 
interest. ' 
Occupying the site of the old Smallpox 
Hospital in the New (Euston) Road, it was 
designed in 1850 and opened in 1852. The 
architect was Lewis Cubitt, who had built 
the (now demolished) Bricklayers’ Arms 
Station in South-east London in 1842-44, 
(Lewis, of course, was a younger brother of 
Thomas Cubitt the builder.) King’s Cross 
station is chiefly remarkable for. the 
functional simplicity of the design of its two 
great coupled sheds, for departures and 
arrivals respectively, each about 800 ft. long 
and covered by an arched roof 105 ft. wide 
and 72 ft. high. The arches, which are fixed 
in iron shoes at the haunches supported on 
stone corbels on the piers of the brick 
arcades, were originally of laminated wood, 
but these, deteriorating from the effects of 
steam and smoke, were replaced by arched 
steel girders in 1869. A ton segment of each 
roof (about one-third of a semi-circle) is 
filled with panes of glass, divided horizon- 
tally by iron purlins. The long perspective 
of these great sheds is most impressive. 
When the station was buili the frontis- 
piece, of London stock bricks, faced on to 
a forecourt and must have looked majestic, 
its two immense compound arches (four 
orders) with their glazed lunettes flanked by 
heavy projecting buttress-pieces and separ- 
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ated by a dominant middle one crowned by 
a Clock tower; a low projecting porch, con- 
sisting of six segmental arched openings ty- 
ing the composition together at ground level. 
Unfortunately no such comprehensive view 
of the front is obtainable to-day, the fore- 
court being cluttered up with perhaps the 
most hideous jumble of squalid buildings 
in London. 

One must hope that all this will be swept 
away in the reconstruction, but nothing can 
alleviate one’s feeling of depression at the 
coming loss of a unique work of architec- 
ture, an outstanding monument of the early 
railway era. Presumably there is no hope 
of any substantial part of the building being 
preserved and adapted to a new use. 

A statement on the position by the appro- 
priate Region of British Railways would 
perhaps do something to alleviate anxiety.

Architectural Competitions 
RIBA’s REPLY TO MINISTER OF WORKS 


WOME adverse remarks of the Minister 
“of Works, Mr. Hugh Molson, on 
the subject of architectural competitions 
are the subject of a detailed reply by Mr. 
W. F. Howard, FRIBA, chairman of the 
RIBA’s Competitions Committee, which 
is published in the RIBA Journal for 
September. 

Mr. Molson’s remarks arose from a 
recent question in the House of Com- 
mons when he was asked whether the 
proposed residence in Lagos for the UK 
High Commissioner should not have 
been the subject of an architectural com- 
petition. In reply, Mr. Molson said that 
the urgency of this scheme would not 
have allowed the time necessary for a 
competition. He then went on to say 
that he was not in favour of competitions 
as a means of appointing architects for 
schemes of this type, and that in the last 
100 years his Department had on a num- 
ber of occasions organised competitions 
and in no single case had the successful 
design for a major Government building 
been carried. out. 

In his reply, Mr. Howard gives brief 
details of the seven Government- 
sponsored architectural competitions held 
in the last 100 years, together with the 
outcome. Of these competitions only one 
(for the Board of Trade, Whitehall- 
gardens) was, however, held in the pre- 
sent century. 


Mr. Howard continues: This reduces 
the experience of Mr. Molson’s Depart- 
ment to One instance in the last 58 years. 
Not great or recent. Certainly not great 
enough to offset the experience of many 
other promoters of architectural competi- 
tions, among them the Church, a patron 
of architecture whose experience goes 
back even farther than a century. 


The Church does what every sensible 
client, including Government Depart- 
ments, is free to do, chooses the man it 
wants when it knows who he is—Bentley 
for Westminster, Lutyens for Liverpool 
(although if Bentley had not let it be 


known that he would not compete there 
might well have been a competition for 
Westminster Cathedral). Otherwise, 
when a cathedral has to be designed a 
competition is held. Can it be said that 
Liverpool Anglican, Guildford and 
Coventry have discredited this alternative? 


Since the end of the last war over 40 
competitions open to architects have been 
promoted in the UK alone and a large 
number of the winning designs have 
resulted in buildings of distinction. To 
mention only a few—the Pimlico Housing 
Scheme for the City of Westminster, the 
Golden-lane Scheme for the City of 
London and the TUC Headquarters 
building. 

The architectural profession has not 
allowed occasional failures to shake its 
faith in the value of open competitions. 
It is the only profession which offers its 
clients a comprehensive and selective 
means of choosing a professional man. In 
no other profession are members willing 
to put so much skill, time and labour 
into such a hazardous venture as a 
competition. 


It is not so well known as it should 
perhaps be, that much of the success of a 
competition depends on its promoters. 
How often can it be said that a reason- 
able client, owning a good site, who 
expresses lucidly his requirements, has 
been let down by the competition 
method? Surely very seldom indeed and 
usually in the cases where the advice 
of the assessors has been disregarded. 
Such results cannot be attributed to the 
competition system. Perhaps there is 
something inhibiting or timid about 
Government Departments. If so this is 
a pity, for it is through the architecture 
they sponsor that Governments can 


inspire their own people and impress 
visitors, apart from encouraging pro- 
gressive design, the need for which has so 
often been expressed. 


The Minister should be reminded that 
a general election is in some respects an 
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open competition in which the electorate 
act as assessors. Some results of this 
system might be sufficiently damaging, 
but on balance it works well and is the 
best we have. 

It should not be difficult to forget the 
last 100 years, Mr. Molson, and gain 
experience of the system by taking the 
first opportunity to promote a com- 
petition among architects. It might con- 
vince the Ministry that there is something 
in the idea after all. 


OBITUARY 
R. W. Symonds, FRIBA 
I" is with regret that we announce the 
death of Mr. Robert Wemyss Symonds, 
FRIBA, FSA, architect and expert on old 
English furniture, at his home on Septem- 
ber 5 at the age of 68. 

Mr. Symonds was born on December 31, 
1889, the son of an artist, W. R. Symonds, 
and was educated at St. Paul’s School. He 
was trained as an architect, and early in life 
he acquired an extensive knowledge of Eng- 
lish furniture. 

The first of his books on the subject was 
The Present State of Old English Furniture. 
The object of this book was to expose the 
tricks used by fakers. The same objective 
inspired an even more detailed monograph 
on Old English Walnut and Lacquered 
Furniture which followed in the next year. 

During the next 30 years he added to the 
debt which collectors and connoisseurs 
already owed him by the publication of 
English Furniture from Charles ll to George 
II (1929), two monographs on Chippendale 
designs, and Furniture Making in Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Century England 
(1955). Meanwhile he had developed an 
interest in the design of clocks. His Master- 
pieces of English Furniture and Clocks 
appeared in 1940 and A History of English 
Clocks for Penguin Books—the only one 
among his writings not addressed primarily 
to experts—was published seven years later. 
He also wrote a biography of the great 
Restoration horologist Thomas Tompion. 

Symonds also practised as an architect; 
he was consultant architect for the rebuild- 
of Middlesex Hospital in 1931-34, and for 
St. Swithin’s House, built after the war on 
the site of the Salters’ Hall in the City.

T= London Temple, for the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints (The Mormons), is situated about 
25 miles south of London on the main Eastbourne road, 
in the grounds of New Chapel House, an old Elizabethan 
farm extended to a large country house at a later date. 
The estate comprises 32 acres of which approximately 
one-third is laid out as formal gardens where the Temple 
stands and the remainder is agricultural land. 
The building has been designed to the instructions of the . 
First Presideray of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- : 
day Saints by Mr. Edward O. Anderson, the Church 
Architect. The London architects, T. P. Bennett and Son 
were commissioned to advise on British materials and 
methods and to deal with contractural procedure and 
supervision. 
The Temple is raised on a 5 ft. high artificial banking 
in a setting of lawns and flower beds, designed to link up 
with the existing gardens which have been altered in order 
to produce an informal series of views of the Temple. 
Ease of maintenance has been an important factor in the

design and planting of the gardens around the Temple. 
Traditional materials have been used externally. The 
walls are faced completely with Portland stone and the 
roof is copper. The tower is surmounted by a lead-coated 
copper spire the tip of which is 160 ft. above ground level. 

The building covers 13,000 sq. ft. and incorporates 
34,000 sq. ft. of floor space in basement, ground, first, 
mezzanine and second floors. Religious ceremonial 
rooms account for 9,000 sq. ft. of this area, the remainder 
being allocated to foyers, offices, changing rooms, lava- 
tories and mechanical equipment rooms. A‘well-equipped 
kitchen and cafeteria-type restaurant are housed in the

foyer. The furniture was designed by 
the architect 
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basement where members of the Church can be fed during 
visits which could often last all day. The principal 
ceremonial rooms are the font room containing a large 
stainless steel font for baptism by total immersions, sup- 
ported on the backs of 12 bronze oxen; Ordinance Room 
one which is equipped for the showing of instructional 
films; Odinance Room two, or the Celestial Room, and a 
series of sealing rooms. 

Construction is in reinforced concrete tanked 4yith 
asphalt below ground level; steel frame and brickwork 
above. A series of framed steel trusses carry the roof. A 
very high standard of finish has been achieved inte-.ally. 
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The stainless stee! font used for 
vicarious baptism. The twelve 
bronze oxen on which it is supported 
are life size 





Materials and construction have been designed for ease 
of upkeep and future endurance. Generally walls are 
plastered and covered with vinyl cloth except in minor 
rooms where paint alone is used. Joinery on the ground 
and first floors is carried out in solid teak with figured 
teak veneered doors and panelling. In the basement 
where Agba is the principal timber, doors are faced with 
Avodine veneer. All important rooms and _ staircases 
are close carpeted. In subsidiary rooms floors and 
dadoes are finished with ceramic mosaic or more simply 
in quarry tile, cork tiles or lino tile. 

The heating arrangements are a combination of low 
pressure hot water radiators and a ‘plenum’ system 
whereby filtered, washed and warmed air is introduced 
under pressure and mechanically extracted. Considerable 
flexibility in control, both manual and automatic, has been 
provided. The heating and hot water system is fed from 
oil-fired boilers housed in a separate central boiler house 
and is coupled up with the existing country house and

various ancillary buildings on the site. 

The electrical system necessitates the installation of a 
Supply Company’s sub-station adjacent to the main road, 
but hidden in the trees, from which main cables will be run 
underground to the Temple plant room and_ thence 
distributed throughout the building. The projection room 
to Ordinance Room 1 contains a remote control panel 
which enables the complete programme in the Ordinance 
Room, including showing of instructional films, to be 
performed by pressing a series of buttons. A duplicate 
panel is fitted into the altar in this Ordinance Room. 

A sewage disposal works has been installed to deal with 
the discharge from the Temple, the existing country house 
and other outbuildings. The layout of collection pits, 
rotary filters and ground irrigation is designed to produce 
a clean effluent to the requirements of the Kent River 
Board before being discharged into the stream which 
crosses the property. A recirculating chlorination plant 
will ensure the maintenance of proper hygienic con- 

















ditions for the water in the Baptismal font. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has a 
world-wide membership of about 1,500,000; a University 
of some 10,000 students; 12 hospitals, a relief society and 
a welfare plan through which jobs are found in private 
industry for those who need them, and church members 
donate their services to operate farms to raise food for 
the needy. Headquarters of the Church are in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. 

The Temple was formally dedicated on September 7 
and once Mormon Temples are dedicated, they are open

only to members of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, and then only to Mormons of acceptable 
standing. It is explained that this prohibition is not for 
reasons of secrecy, but because the Temple is considered 
by the Mormons to be sacred. 

Erection of a Mormon Temple has unusual significance, 
because although there are 66 chapels in Britain, and 
many more in the Empire, there are only 14 Temples 
in the world. In fact, the London Temple and one at 
Auckland, New Zealand, are only the thirteenth and four- 
teenth, and the second and third in the Commonwealth.

Monopolies Commission's Recom- 
mendations ‘ Not Carried Out’ 


THE Monopolies Commission’s Report on 

whether and to what extent the parties 
concerned have complied with the recom- 
mendations in the Commission’s Report of 
July 23, 1953, on the supply of imporied 
timber, was published on Monday (Septem- 
ber 8) by HMSO (price 3s. 6d.). 

The Board of Trade reference to the 
Monopolies Commission asking them t 
undertake this inquiry was made on Febru- 
ary 14, 1957. It is the only reference so tar 
made under Section 12 of the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Con- 
trol) Act, 1948, which provides for inquiry 
into the extent to which recommendations 
of the Commission, or of a competent 
authority following upon a report by the 
Commission, have been carried out. 

The recommendations made by the Com- 
mission in 1953 related to agreements and 
undertakings by importers and agents in the 
softwood, hardwood and plywood sections 
of the imported timber trade that, subject 
to certain exceptions, the importers would 
buy only through agents on an approved 
list and agents would negotiate sales only to 
concerns on the corresponding list of im- 
porters. The Commission concluded that 
these agreements and undertakings operated 
against the public interest and recommended 
that they should be abrogated and should 
not be replaced by any other arrangements 
or undertakings having similar effects. 

The Commission in the fact-finding report 
now issued find unanimously that:— 

(i) the agreemenis and undertakings re- 
lating to hardwood, softwood and ply- 
wood which the Commission in the 1953 
Report recommended should be abrogated 
were abrogated by the parties concerned 
in or about February and March, 1954; 

(ii) the former agreements and under- 
takings relating to plywood have not been 
replaced by any other arrangements or 
undertakings having similar effects; 

(iii) the former agreements and under- 
takings relating to hardwood and soft- 
wood have been replaced by other 
arrangements. All the parties to such 
arrangements cannot be precisely 
enumerated but they include, as regards 
both hardwood and softwood, a substan- 
tial and influential body of the members 
of the sections and associations concerned. 
The nature of the arrangements is that the 
importers who are parties will not buy 
from, and the agents who are parties will 
not sell to, persons who are not named in 
the appropriate list. As regards both 
hardwood and softwood the effects of the 
arrangements are similar to the effects of 
the former agreements and undertakings. 
The arrangements have not been modi- 
fied or terminated.

HE new building occupies the site of the 
original ‘Ship,’ which was almost 


completely destroyed during the war. 
Trading was carried on in a temporary 
building until the rebuilding of the new 
house was begun in 1955. 


The new building is reinforced concrete 


framed, on piled foundations, and has 
hollow tile floors. The elevation to Finsbury 
Pavement is faced in a warm grey Wiltshire 
brick and the lower front and windows are 
lined with reconstructed stone. The lower 
front also contains mahogany bow windows 
and is complete with ships’ masthead 
lights and an illuminated ship model sign. 


The building comprises basement, 


ground and four upper floors. A cooled 
cellar occupies the basement, together 
with wine and spirit, and bottled beer 
stores, and the automatic oil fired heating 
installation. The Saloon Bar runs the 
entire length of the ground floor, and has 
male and female toilet accommodation at 
the rear. 


A restaurant with seating for 60 people 


occupies the first floor, together with a 
servery, and toilet accommodation for 
each sex. The second floor contains a 
fine modern kitchen; the third and 
fourth floors provide the manager's flat 
and staff quarters. 


The decoration of the bar has a marine 


background, including the sea-green mosaic 
counter front, the copper lantern light 
fittings, the photomural of the Pool of 


London, the wall signal flag feature, and 


the colours and detail generally. Mahogany 
veneers and woodwork have been used 


throughout the bar and the colour scheme, 


which includes a_ black, star-studded 
ceiling, is in contrast to the quiet tones of

the timber. The built-in seating is up- 
holstered in navy-blue, with white piping, 
and the lino-tile floor is charcoal grey and 
yellow. The restaurant is carpeted in a 
maroon patterned carpet, and the walls 
papered with a distinctive moulded paper, 
which in turn is hung with ship print 
pictures. Chairs are upholstered in red 
and mahogany tables are covered with a 
pale yellow plastic.

GAGs JOHN’S HALL provides completely new accom- 
modation for the London College of Divinity which 
formerly occupied premises at Highbury. The buildings, 
which were completed in 21 months, have load bearing brick 
walls. Floors are of reinforced concrete and hollow tile 
and the copper covered pitched roofs are of trussed rafter 
construction. 


The heating is by thermostatically controlled low 
pressure hot water, and the plant is oil-fired. The heating 
and hot water piping systems generally run in a duct 
below the ground floor corridor and there are separate 
flow pipes in the roof space.

dining hall the floor is heated by means of embedded 
panels and there is a decorative ceiling in fibrous plaster. 

In the chapel the floor is of Rhodesian teak with York 
stone in the sanctuary. The walls are of rough textured 
lime plaster and the joinery and furniture are of natural 
coloured oak. The round window at the sanctuary end, 
by Hugh Easton, provides a focal point in the composition 
and colour scheme of the interior of which the great 
curtain and decorated wagon roof form a part. The roof 
bosses present emblems of the Passion of Our Lord. The 
chapel floor contains embedded heating panels and there 
are recessed convector heaters under the windows. The 
chapel bell is recessed in the thickness of the wall over one 
of the gallery windows and the bell rope is reached at 
gallery level.

HE London Sessions House was very badly 
damaged by a land mine during an enemy 
raid in 1941, and it has recently been enlarged and 
restored to use at a cost of around £500,000. The 
work included a good deal of modernisation. 

The staircase shown here is situated at one end of 
the main foyer. It is built up on a spine formed from 
32 laminations of Douglas fir resin-bonded around a 
tubular jig. 

The 18 treads are also built up from special 
laminated timber (Jicwood ‘C’) faced with 16 gauge 
mild steel plates and finished with ‘Neoprene.’ 
The treads are less than | in. thick and each 1s mounted 
asymmetrically on the string by a single steel chair.

Ts project for the new Brunei State Hospital is 
designed to provide 205 beds for three classes of 
patients. It is a general hospital including two operating 
theatres and with limited out-patient facilities. 

Hospital planning requirements in the Far East have 
several important differences compared with European 
practice. From a medical planning point of view a multi- 
plicity of races and religions complicates hospital design 
because certain classes of patient demand segregation from 
one another, whilst the hospital administrator and architect 
endeavour to retain a compact plan providing medical 
services common to all classes. In this hospital there are 
four main types of kitchen serving Muslim, Chinese, 
Hindu and European with the type of food to which they 
are accustomed and which their religions may impose 
upon them. In addition normal diet kitchens are provided 


in wards, related to the medical service of a particular 
ward. 

Climatic conditions in Borneo require openings to be 
protected against flies, glare and tropical rain. At the same 
time the architect must avoid caging the patients with his 


building screens in such a way as to produce bad psycho- 
logical effects. The fly screens inside this hospital are fully 
openable and sunbreakers are adjustable and placed for 
least obstruction to outward view from wards. 

When designing for patients unused to western medical 
techniques it is particularly important to remember that 
many such people have no experience of multi-storey 
construction, and the frightening effect of suck buildings 
could well prevent them seeking medical attention. For 
this reason the hospital approach is intimate in scale, 
having no more than a single storey supported on stilts, 
through which one can look into an inner garden court- 
yard. Receding buildings rise to no more than four 
storeys. 

Planning tends towards elongated overall arrangements, 
to facilitate good natural cross-ventilation of departments 
which are not air-conditioned. There is a greater need for 
air-conditioning than in the West, but in under-developed 
countries there is also the practical problem that, generally, 
fewer technical facilities exist for both the installation and 
maintenance of specialist engineering services.

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News of the Week 


Architects in Industry 


T the invitation of the RIBA Ad Hoc 
Committee (chairman, Mr. Richard 
Sheppard) 20 architects employed on the 
staffs of industrial companies met at the 
RIBA recently for an informal exchange 
of views and information with a view to 
improving the standard of industrial 
architecture. Mr. Stuart Bentley, FRIBA, 
took the chair, and architects attended 
from a wide variety of manufacturing 
companies and nationalised industries. 
Those present concluded, state the 
RIBA, that it was well worth appointing 
from among their number a small group 
who would go further into the matters 
discussed and report back to the main 
body. It was felt that such discussions 
and any considered judgments that 
resulted could form a valuable contribu- 
tion to the work of the RIBA. 


The small working group have had a 
preliminary meeting and have agreed as 
a first step to compile as comprehensive 
a list as possible of architects employed 
on the staffs of industrial companies. 
They are also collaborating with the 
Public Relations Committee. 


While this work has had, necessarily, 
the Royal Institute points out, to be 


initiated by a small group of workable 
size, the interest and collaboration of all 
architects similarly employed would be 
welcome; and any architects in industry 
who have a contribution to make are 
invited to get in touch with Mr. Stuart 
Bentley, c/o the RIBA. 


Exhibition of British Architecture 


AN EXHIBITION of photographs and 
drawings, showing the range and adapt- 
ability of British architects, left for 
Australia this week. Assembled by the 
British Council, its title is *‘ British Uni- 
versity Architecture of To-day.’ It will 
be shown in Canberra and probably in 
other university cities as well, where 
Australians are looking for new ideas in 
architecture in connection with the 
Government's programme for university 
expansion. 


The adaptability of British architecture 
to conditions overseas is shown by 
impressive photographs of Kumasi 
College of Technology in Ghana. At 
home, new university buildings in Aber- 
deen, Birmingham, Cambridge, Durham, 
Cardiff, Exeter, Glasgow, Liverpool, 
London, Oxford, Sheffield and South- 
ampton show how the traditional con- 
ception of the university is translated to 
suit twentieth-century needs.

NOTTING HILL GATE RE- 
DEVELOPMENT SCHEME.— 


- Work is due to begin on 

October | on the re- 
development scheme for Notting 
Hill Gate High-street, London, 
Wil, two views of which are 
shown here. The whole scheme, 
which is due to be completed 
in two years, comprises 81 
shops with a total of 147,462 
sq. ft. of floor space, 114,000 
sq. ft. of office accommodation, 
173 flats and maisonettes, 44 
garages, car parking facilities 
for 115 cars, caretakers’ flats, 
and service roads. The project 
is divided by the High-street, 
forming two stages. Stage ! is 
situated on the north side, which 
will include a 20-storey tower 
block 189 ft. high, incorporating 
88 maisonettes from 3rd to 
18th floors, with shops below 
and penthouse on the roof.

Three Million Post-war Houses 


Mr. Hewry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, visited 
Croydon on Monday, September 8, to 
open Dartmouth House, one of the 
council’s housing projects, to mark the 
completion of the three-millionth perma- 
nent post-war house. 

Mr. Brooke, who was accompanied by 
Mrs. Brooke, unveiled a commemorative 
plaque and presented the keys of the 
dwelling chosen to represent the three- 
millionth house to its first tenants. The 
* three-millionth house’ is one of four old 
people’s bungalows included in the Dart- 
. mouth House Scheme. 

Dartmouth House has been built on 
the site of two houses and a dance hall 
which were blitzed during the war. It 
provides 44 dwellings in a nine-storey 
block of maisonettes and _bed-sitting 
room flats, a three-storey block: of two- 
room flats and the four old persons’ 
bungalows. 


Repair of Ancient Buildings 


THe Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings is again providing 
facilities for architects and surveyors in- 
terested in and responsible for old build- 
ings to obtain knowledge of its principles 
and methods of repair, and is arranging 
its annual course, consisting of lectures, 
discussions and visits, to cover the many 
important aspects of repair work. 

The Society is anxious to secure that 
those dealing with old buildings should 
understand not only traditional construc- 
tional methods but also the principles 
underlying the sympathetic and conser- 
vative treatment of old. buildings, 
whether ecclesiastical or secular. In view 
of the specialist nature of work of this 
character, the Society believes that the 
opportunity to study at first hand some of 
the problems which arise will be helpful 
to architects interested in this subject. 

It is hoped that local authorities and 
others who have buildings in their care 
or have dealings with them will be able 
to give facilities to the architect members 
of their staff to take advantage of this 
scheme. 

The Society instituted this specialised 
course in 1951, and it has been held 
annually since then. Over the period, 
more than 200 architects have had the 
opportunity of seeing how the problems 
of repairs are met, and many hundreds of 
miles have been travelled to various parts 

the country to see the particular jobs

Electric Heating Conference 


REPRESENTATIVES Of local authorities, 
architects and builders from all parts of 
Gloucestershire will be attending a con- 
ference on electric heating, arranged by 
the Central Gloucestershire Sub Area of 
the Midlands Electricity Board, which 
will be opened by the chairman of the 
Board, Mr. W. S. Lewis, CBE, at Chelten- 
ham Town Hall on September 25.

Local Government in Greater London 
RIBA’S EVIDENCE TO ROYAL COMMISSION 


Following is the full text of the evidence submitted by the Royal Institute of British 
Architects to the Royal Commission on Local Government in Greater London: 


IN submitting evidence to the Royal 
Commission, the main concern of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects must 
be for the furtherance of good planning 
‘and architecture in the Greater London 
area and for the effective and economical 
administration of planning and of by-law 
control. Clearly, good architecture and 
environment in any iocality can be evi- 
dence of the excellence of the structure 
of its local government, as well as a vital 
contribution to the well-being of its 
inhabitants. It is hoped, therefore, that 
the proposals put forward here, with the 
emphasis clearly on matters of planning, 
architecture, and building control, will 
contribute towards the simplification and 
improvement of all aspects of local 
government administration in Greater 
London, a matter which must be the con- 
cern of any professional organisation. 
Since the Local Government Act, 1888, 
brought into being the London County 
Council whose boundaries at that time 
roughly coincided with the extent of the 
built-up area of London, there has been 
such an extensive spread of the capital 
<ity into the Home Counties that the 
existing administrative boundaries of the 
County, and of other authorities within 
the built-up area and beyond, no longer 
relate to the reality of the situation. 
Within Greater London, as defined in the 
Royal Commission's terms of reference, 
there are six county councils, three county 
boroughs, 73 district councils, the London 
County Council, City Corporation and 
the 28 Metropolitan Boroughs. 


Delegated Powers 


In planning, the county councils are 
responsible for the preparation of 
development plans, but their powers of 
control of development have been dele- 
gated in varying degrees to the constituent 
district councils. In the London County 
Council area, except, however, in respect 
of the City Corporation, this delegation 
has hitherto been prevented by the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
although, should it receive Royal assent, 
the LCC (General Powers) Bill, will 
permit a degree of delegation in respect 
of minor planning matters to the Metro- 
politan Borough Councils. As the county 
boroughs of. East: and West Ham and 
Croydon are all-purpose authorities this 
division of responsibility for development 
plan and for development control does 
not arise there. 

As regard the regional aspect of plan- 
ning the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government is in a position to prepare 
a plan and secure its implementation. 
Over a long period regional planning for 
the Greater London area has been a 
matter of concern both to individual 
architects and to the profession as a whole 
as represented by the RIBA. When in 
1927 the Greater London Regional Plan- 
ning Committee was set up—a committee 
which performed a valuable service in 


defining, and advising on considerable 
purchases of land for London’s Green 
Belt — an architect, Sir Banister Fletcher, 
was appointed its chairman. During the 
war members of the Institute worked 
voluntarily on the preparation of a 
regional plan for Greater London; in 
1944 the then Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning commissioned the late 
Sir Patrick Abercrombie, FRIBA, to 
prepare the Greater London plan. 


The Abercrombie Plan 


Since the publication of the Aber- 
crombie regional plan, attempts have 
been made to secure administrative 
arrangements to ensure continuity of 
thought and action at regional level. The 
Clement Davies Committee were asked to 
advise the Minister on ‘the appropriate 
machinery for securing concerted action 
in the implementation of a Regional Plan 
for London as a whole,’ and in 1949 they 
recommended the establishment under 
the 1947 Act of a regional joint advisory 
committee under an independent chair- 
man. At the same time the minority 
report of the committee recommended 
the establishment of a joint board of the 
constituent planning authorities in 
Greater London for regional planning 
with more executive power than an 
advisory committee. The committee also 
recommended that a Royal Commission 
should be set up to examine local govern- 
ment in the Greater London area. No 
action was taken on either of the former 
recommendations, but the Royal Com- 
mission has now been appointed. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government has continued to 
be responsible for regional questions. The 
Minister, however, being in the position 
of arbitrator on town planning matters, 
is not able to sponsor a _ continuing 
regional plan, and so. the various aspects 
df planning in London have tended to 
become split up between various 
Ministries and ad hoc organisations. For 
instance, the Ministry of Transport is the 
only body responsible for the road plan 
in the region; the Board of Trade has the 
responsibility for the industrial location 
policy and other bodies, such as the 
Metropolitan Water Board and the 
London Transport Commission, all deal 
with their separate aspects without a 
common meeting point which would 
enable them to merge their contributions 
into a single co-ordinated plan. 

As regards architecture, standards of 
design have varied with the authority, but 
experience has shown clearly that large 
authorities such as the London County 
Council are in a much better position to 
command the services of first rate archi- 
tects and planners. For most types of 
buildings the London County Council 
has made an outstanding contribution to 
a new London; in addition the Home 
Counties have been able to make an 
equally valuable contribution especially 
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in educational buildings. All these 
authorities have adequately staffed archi- 
tectural and planning departments. At 
county borough level, however, only one 
of the three county boroughs in the 
London region has an architectural and 
planning department, and amongst the 
smaller authorities, the borough councils 
and the district councils, only a small pro- 
portion have architectural departments. 
Many only employ architectural assistants 
serving in the borough engineer’s depart- 
ment. To a large extent this has meant 
that the quality of work done by these 
authorities often falls short of what is 
possible and desirable. 


In any reorganisation of local govern- 
ment in the London region, the RIBA 
is concerned to see that the administra- 
tive arrangements should permit a high 
standard of architecture to be attained 
consistently over the whole of that area, 
while securing the establishment of two 
levels in planning and in the control of 
the construction of buildings on the 
following lines: 

(i) Regional, covering the whole of 
Greater London and including, in respect 
of planning, such aspects of roads, rail- 
ways, port facilities, transport, overspill, 
industrial location and other matters, all 
of which can be described as strategic to 
London, plus overall control of the con- 
struction of buildings, aimed to achieve a 
common standard throughout the built-up 
area. 


(ii) Local, where, in respect of planning 
the main task is the implementation of 
detailed plans within the framework 
already laid down at regional level. Here 
architectural planning aspects involving 
questions of civic design are of first 
importance and competent architectural 
and technical staff are required to design 
three dimensional layouts and buildings, 
at the same time conducting day-to-day 
administration of building regulations. 


A Greater London Council 


In the event of a wholesale reorgani- 
sation of local government in Greater 
London the RIBA considers that at 
regional level there should be an elected 
Greater London Council which would 
be responsible for all major local govern- 
ment of the kind described above. The 
Greater London Council would have 
responsibility for preparing and keeping 
under review a broad regional plan, 
reporting on progress and, if necessary, 
securing the implementation of the plan 
by providing financial assistance to areas 
where the need for reconstruction was 
greatest. It would also have responsibility 
for securing a consistency in the decen- 
tralisation and location of industry and 
the movement of populations to new and 
expanded towns. In addition, appro- 
priate relationships would be established 
with the existing large public develop- 
ment authorities, such as the Port of 
London Authority, London Transport 
and so on. The Greater London Council 
should also be empowered to make all 
building control regulations for the area 
and be responsible for overall control 
of their administration, both as to the 
hearing of appeals and as to relaxations. 
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This would constitute the regional policy 
level of local government. 

At the local level it is considered that 
the region should be divided into a series 
of city districts which would be most- 
purpose authorities with elected councils 
having responsibility for local govern- 
ment functions including town planning, 
education, housing and slum clearance 
and the day-to-day administration of 
building regulations. They would require 
to be of such a size and have command 
of sufficient rateable value to enable 
them to employ the right calibre of staff. 
This would mean they would have to be 
very much larger than the existing 
Metropolitan Boroughs within the 
London County Council area or the 
district councils in the Home Counties. 

In this way the present confusion of 
authorities would be replaced by a 
simpler and more rational structure of 
local government. Regional planning 
policy would be determined by a demo- 
cratically elected body and local plan- 
ning in the city districts would be 
sensitive to local opinion. The RIBA is 
mainly concerned with the principles 
underlying such a reorganisation of local 
government to secure the highest 
standards of architecture and planning 
from the point of view both of efficiency 
and appearance, but considers that if 
these principles are accepted it would be 
possible to work out a division of 
Greater London into city districts which 
would bear a close relationship with 
existing community structures. 

Size of Authorities 

The Institute strongly maintains that 
these proposals must be considered to- 
gether, to be accepted or rejected as a 
whole. Reorganisation of planning and 
administration in the Greater London 
area into regional and local units would 
be unacceptable unless those authorities, 
assuming responsibility at the local level, 
were of adequate size—able, in the case 
of planning and architectural matters, 
for instance, to employ first-class archi- 
tects and planners, as is at present the 
case with the London County Council. 


As already mentioned, existing Metro- 
politan Boroughs and district councils in 
the Home Counties would not be large 
enough to employ the qualified staff 
needed to carry out ably the functions 
of planning at the proposed local level. 

The RIBA has been interested to note 
that the boundary for Greater London, 
as defined in the terms of reference of 
the Royal Commission, appears to run 
approximately through the centre of the 
Green Belt. Although the regional 
authority, here proposed, could come 
into operation over the area of Greater 
London as so defined, it nevertheless 
seems only right to suggest that if the 
case for a regional authority for the 
area can be thought acceptable, there 
may well be reason to consider Greater 
London as that area which includes the 
New Towns, covered by the Greater 
London Plan drawn up by Sir Patrick 
Abercrombie. 


If these proposals for a major re- 
organisation cannot be considered 
acceptable by the Royal Commission, 


the RIBA considers that a superimposi- 
tion on the existing local government 
structure in Greater London of a further 
ad hoc body to deal with regional prob- 
lems would probably only confuse still 
further the local government administra- 
tive arrangements, adding yet another 
tier of responsibility. Already there is 
an undesirable overlapping of functions 
between authorities, and an ad hoc 
regional body, which might not be 
democratically elected, would not carry 
the necessary authority. Rather than 
this, the RIBA would prefer to see the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment once again assume initiating and 
co-ordinating powers for dealing with 
problems of the region as a whole. Even 
then it considers that this would not be 
wholly acceptable unless proposals on 
the lines put forward by the Barlow 
Commission were adopted, namely that 
a Committee of Ministers composed of 
Heads of Departments with powers for 
planning and development be formed, 
having available to it a planning 
secretariat. This would bring together 
the various aspects of planning which 
are at the moment dealt with separately 
in the various departments. 

The RIBA most strongly deprecates 
all moves which may reduce the effici- 
ency of the London County Council by 
delegation of powers to the existing 
Metropolitan Borough Councils. The 
LCC is outstanding for the contribution 
it has made in architecture and planning 
since its formation, and in building by- 
laws has achieved a uniformity of 
administrative treatment which should, 
at all costs, be maintained, indeed ex- 
tended to the whole of the Greater 
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London area. If, therefore, the proposal 
for the enlargement of the area over 
which a single Greater London Council 
can secure co-ordination is not accept- 
able, it is considered essential that the 
LCC, which at least covers a large part 
of the built-up area of London, should 
retain its planning, development and co- 
ordinating powers. Otherwise a con- 
fusing series of variations in_ the 
interpretation of planning and building 
standards is bound to develop, under- 
mining standards which have been 
patiently built up over the last 60 years. 
Likewise, to carry out the work which 
any delegation of responsibility for plan- 
ning and architecture would entail, the 
existing Metropolitan Borough Councils 
or district councils, with their limited 
financial resources, would be unable to 
employ the calibre of architectural and 
planning staff which the LCC already 
commands. 

It appears to the RIBA that there is 
a strong possibility that all the existing 
larger authorities in the Greater London 
area will press for the retention of their 
existing powers, while the smaller ones. 
will ask for delegation or further dele- 
gation of powers from these larger ones. 
To take these demands as a starting 
point for the establishment of an appro- 
priate Local Government structure in 
Greater London would, it is felt, lead to 
a worsening of the present situation. 
Either the Royal Commission should 
consider complete reorganisation as 
described, or else accept the status quo 
as preferable to further disintegration of 
the larger authorities, particularly the 
LCC, by the delegation of their powers 
to the smaller ones. 





Cost Control at the Design Stage 
RIBA COST RESEARCH EVIDENCE 


HE RIBA Cost Research Committee 
in their interim and full reports, pub- 
lished respectively in May, 1957, and 
February, 1958, put forward the view that 
effective cost control systems have yet to 
be established in general design practice. 
In reaching this conclusion the committee 
had before them evidence on methods of 
cost control used by architects and the 
opinions of quantity surveyors, consult- 
ing engineers and builders that were 
believed to represent existing practice in 
a reasonably comprehensive way. A sum- 
mary of this evidence, prepared by the 
committee, is published in the September 
issue of the RIBA Journal. Part I, sum- 
marising the experience and opinions put 
to the committee, is as follows: — 


The Client 


In the evidence given to the committee, 
there was rather more emphasis on the 
need for architects to inform their clients 
on cost questions, than on the difficulties 
that clients cause for cost control. Lack of 
cost information available to the pro- 
fession was the main topic under this 
heading. Whether architects are given a 
cost limit to work to or whether they 
are given an indication of the accommo- 
dation required (with or without a cost 
limit) it was felt that they should be able 


to forecast the one in terms of the other 
much more reliably than at present. 


Two private architects with fairly large 
practices said that they submitted detailed 
estimated cost figures with their sketch 
designs—one in the form of a sketch cost 
plan showing how it was proposed to 
distribute the money among the elements 
of the building. Evolution of the sketch 
design in discussion with the client was 
accompanied by corresponding adjust- 
ments to the expenditure distribution. 
This procedure put discussion on a 
realistic basis and greatly improved con- 
fidence between architect and client. 


There was some indication that archi- 
tects should take more account of the 
client’s financial considerations, such as 
cost of land, loss of income during con- 
struction, running and maintenance 
charges and so forth, but here again there 
were complaints of the lack of informa- 
tion available to the profession. 


Design 
Opinion was almost unanimous that 
in the phase entirely under the architect's 
control, the design phase, there was con- 
siderable scope for giving greater value 
for money. Most agreed that this should 
be achieved by a more thorough and 
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detailed working out of construction 
relative to methods of erection on the 
site, hand in hand with some form of 
cost planning. It was to be noticed in the 
evidence heard that those with little or 
no experience of cost planning were more 
sceptical of its possibilities than those 
who had used the method. They thought 
that ‘there were too many imponder- 
ables’ and that variations in builders’ 
pricing methods could be ‘ very mislead- 
ing’ when comparing one analysis with 
another or when using analyses to set 
cost targets for design. Several expressed 
the view that cost planning was a work- 
able tool only fer those offices which 
handled more than one example of a 
building type. 

It appears that few quantity surveyors 
have charged an extra fee for assisting in 
the preparation of cost plans or for the 
abstraction of analyses from priced bills, 
but there was a feeling among surveyors 
that where a lot of work was entailed an 
extra fee would be merited. The increased 
time taken by the architect in preparing 
and working to cost plans was men- 
tioned, sometimes as a reason for not 
using the method, but those with experi- 
ence remarked that cost planning brings 
about a more thorough and complete 
working out of the design and at an 
earlier stage, than is normal practice. It 
tends to produce a more full and truly 
representative set of tender documents 
and may reduce or even abolish the post- 
tender trimming of designs to bring them 
within the client’s means. 

In discussion on the problems of in- 
formation, it was suggested that there 
should be published a quarterly index of 
the costs of various building types. There 
is also a need for a more sensitive and 
accurate method of bringing prices 
up to date than is afforded by the various 
published cost of building indices. 


Practice 


The main theme under this heading was 
that of conveying information to con- 
tractors. A number of those giving evi- 
dence thought present methods inade- 
quate for the builders to understand 
architects’ intentions or to price as keenly 
as they might, particularly if the work 
was unfamiliar, or specially designed for 
economy. There was agreement that 
builders should be given drawings as well 
as the bill of quantities on which to 
tender. Apart from sending the working 
drawings with the bill, two approaches to 
this problem were shown to the com- 
mittee. One is to prepare separate 
drawings for each separate operation on 
site (e.g., brickwork; windows and doors; 
electrical installation, etc.), so that the 
builder may price, or sub-let and admini- 
ster the work more conveniently. The 
other is to draw the estimator’s attention 
to items of repetitive work (e.g., concrete 
shuttering; windows, etc.) by measuring 
thein in the bill in a way that is more 
fitted io the builders’ costing methods. In 
this connection there was some criticism 
of out-of-date methods in the Standard 
Method of Measurement. On the ele- 
mental bill of quantities (i.e., where items 
are grouped according to the elements of 
cost analysis) opinions were mixed. One 
architect and one quantity surveyor who 


had used them felt that the advantages 
outweighed the difficulties .and reported 
that although site agents like them, esti- 
mators found pricing them more difficult 
than with trade bills. It was empha- 
sised that in making experiments of the 
kind mentioned, builders should be fully 
consulted. 

One consulting engineer (services) sug- 
gested that it should be the custom for 
consultants to take off their own quanti- 
ties and that if supplied with measured 
bills as a general practice, specialist sub- 
contractors would probably give lower 
tenders than without bills. 


Conclusion 


Although the committee received evi- 
dence from a comparatively small num- 
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ber of people, they formed the opinion 
that evidence from a greater number of 
people would only have confirmed what 
they had heard. 

Part II of the summary describes some 
cost control methods used by the Ministry 
of Education, the London County Coun- 
cil Housing Division, George Wimpey 
and Co., Ltd., Brunton, Baden Hellard 
and Boobyer, Sheffield City Council, 
T. P. Bennett and Son, and Grenfell 
Baines and Hargreaves. Part III con- 
tains a synopsis of five articles dealing 
with the general principles of cost control. 
A fuller bibliography of articles on cost 
studies, in chronological order but un- 
classified, is in the committee’s records, 
and copies can be obtained on request 
from the RIBA.

He probably 
says to himself with some misgivings:

You ask him a lot of 
unnecessary questions by way of small 
talk, such as what is his trade? How long 
has he been with the firm? What jobs 
has he done? etc., etc., and you can be 
pretty sure the answers will be cagey, 
because he is not going to be caught out 
in the first round. 


He will be very polite, although he 
hasn’t much interest in you, but why 
should he have? From now on you are 
hardly going to see him. You will no 
doubt nod to him as you pass by from 
time to time, but you are going to do all 
your supervision through the clerk of 
works. 

Has he been introduced to the clerk of 
works yet or has the clerk of works 
breezed in on him and said ‘Good morn- 
ing, I am the clerk of works’? This is 
what usually happens.

This measuring surveyor 
has no doubt introduced himself in a 
similar way, but I somehow feel that the 
foreman has taken him to his heart in a 
way that never happens to the architect 
or the clerk of works: they are probably 
already in the hut together discussing real 
business over a cup of tea. After all,

they are going to stick together through- 
out the job. 

This method of initial introduetions is 
a rather haphazard one and I wouldn't 
blame the ‘ general’ for feeling that we 
are all intruders on his preserves instead 
of being the friends-in-need we intend. 

What should we do about it? The easy 
way is for all of us to meet in the archi- 
tect’s office before the work starts. But 
that is no good: the gathering always 
looks like a prayer meeting with every- 
one in self-conscious attitudes of doubtful 
ease. I believe the right way is to meet 
on the site as soon as the architect’s hut 
has been put up, and we should invite 
to this meeting representatives from all 
the known sub-contractors. I have done 
this on occasions and it has worked well; 
but I have not done it nearly often 
enough, chiefly because of the discourage- 
ment I suffer in trying to arrange it when 
nobody else believes in it and I feel it is 
looked upon as a characteristic idio- 
syncrasy. 

However, to get back to the ‘ general.’ 
No matter how he eventually gets to 
know the architect and all the other 
people he has to work with, he it is who 
must be responsible for having the work 
carried out correctly for the architect and 
economically-for his boss, so he can’t 
afford to waste too much time on 
pleasantries.

Water Supply in Relation to Regional Planning 


A PAPER AT THE TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING SUMMER SCHOOL 


Sik GEORGE McNAUGHTON, CB, 

BSc, MICE, presented a paper en- 
titled ‘Water Supply in Relation to 
Regional Planning’ on August 22 at the 
Town and Country Planning Summer 
School, held under the auspices of the 
Town Planning Institute at Bangor from 
August 20-27. Following are extracts from 
Sir George’s paper: 

From time to time it has been suggested 
that the Central Authority should publish 
complete maps of all water undertakings 
throughout the country indicating sources, 
treatment works and all trunk and distribu- 
tion mains with diameters clearly shown so 
that the planners can conveniently site 
future developments more or less auto- 
matically. 


On the face of it this would appear to 
be a sound suggestion but actually the maps 
could be most misleading to planners, who 
would not be able to tell whether the 
sources or the distribution mains were al- 
ready overloaded or whether they had still 
some free capacity. Furthermore the cost 
of preparing such a series of maps would 
be considerable and the market for their 
sale limited, as a planner working in one 
region would not be interested in the water 
supply of all the other regions. This means 
that the local water engineers should be 
brought into consultation on any plan at 
the earliest moment because they alone can 
fully explain the position then existing and 
the potentialities of their undertakings. 


Ad Hoc Surveys 


If the regional plan is extensive and far- 
reaching in its implications it may also be 
desirable to consult the Engineering Inspec- 
torate of the Ministry in the earliest stages. 
The knowledge gained by our Inspectors in 
the carrying out of the Water Supply Sur- 
veys and in the normal course of their 
duties can be invaluable in advising at the 
outset, and if it is not adequate to resolve 
all questions which may arise in a major 
plan the Engineering Inspectorate can, in 
special cases, carry out ad hoc surveys to 
enable the necessary advice to be sub- 
mitted. In fact several such surveys made 
within the last few years have been of 
advantage to all concerned. 

Our experience in this work has made us 
realise that existing development, much of 
it of antiquity, did not come about just by 
chance but that there are sound planning 
reasons for its existence throughout the cen- 
turies. It appears that the ability to obtain 
adequate water supplies at an economic 
price has been an _ overriding factor 


throughout the ages. It is therefore 
obvious that the water engineers who must 
collectively have the greatest amount of ex- 
perience of the subject, are amongst the key 
men who have to consider any regional 
planning development and their views can 
be of immense value if they are consulted 
at a sufficiently early stage and so avoid 
the necessity of major difficulties and 
alterations at a later date. 


The water engineers throughout the 
country are accustomed to long-term plan- 
ning, e.g., Manchester are now completing 
a scheme for which they obtained Parlia- 
mentary powers in 1919 and Liverpool, 
whose last major development has lasted 
for 60 years already, are now about to 
undertake a new scheme which should 
suffice for another 50 years. 


Works of this character are very costly 
and the engineer will be seriously hampered 
if the idea is to prevail that they must lack 
all claim to artistic merit. Cases have 
arisen where heavy opposition has been 
raised against the construction of large im- 
pounding reservoirs in hilly districts on the 
plea that their construction will spoil the 
beauty of certain valleys and detract from 
the pleasure of tourists. It is suggested 
that the contrary is often the case and the 
wide expanse of water often brings added 
attraction to the scene. One must admit 
that reservoirs lose all pretence to beauty 
when empty but such conditions generally 
exist only in extreme drought owing to the 
configuration of valleys which results in 
most of the water being impounded at the 
higher levels. 

Objection has at times been raised to the 
design of many of the ancillary buildings, 
€.g., water towers, filtration and pumping 
stations, but it is contended that these can 
be made into structures of some architec- 
tural merit at least without having to make 
them look like old traditional buildings or 
thatched barns which will harmonise with 
their surroundings. Such architectural 
swindles are to be deprecated; their adoption 
is likely to entail] extra expenditure; their 
efficiency may be impaired and their 
camouflage will deceive no one for long. 

In planning water undertaking supplies 
for a regional area the position has been 
clarified to a great extent by the issue of the 
Water Supply Surveys. It is realised, how- 
ever, that the planner may have to suggest 
a development requiring a large quantity 
of water daily in a district which at present 
may be served by a small water undertak- 
ing deficient of actual water resources and 
short of the necessary finance and pro- 
fessional staff to enable it to undertake the 


new works essential if the new development 
is to proceed. 

The amalgamations of undertakings into 
larger units (as suggested in the Surveys) 
will do much to overcome the present 
difficult position. Then the larger under- 
takings may conceivably cover the whole 
or a substantial part of the region then 
being planned and they will be able, in 
association with the planners, to take a 
wider view of the situation. They will be 
able to switch the yield from their several 
sources where necessary and so employ 
them to the best advantage, a duplication 
of treatment works and trunk and distribu- 
tion mains will be avoided to a substantial 
extent and if new works are necessary to 
serve the regional plan the larger under- 
takings will be in a better position to en- 
sure their execution with’ the maximum 
speed. 


Development Impeded 


From time to time one hears of com- 
plaints by some estate developers and in- 
dustrialists that they are impeded in their 
development through lack of an adequate 
water supply and some have suggested that 
it is every undertaker’s duty to have at all 
times sufficient reserve to meet sudden 
demands of this type. The demands may 
sometimes be several million gallons per 
day and if every undertaking were to carry 
such a margin it would entail much capital 
construction and a large percentage of it 
might never be brought into commission; 
it would be uneconomic and its cost would 
have to be reflected in the increased charge 
made to its other consumers. 


By and large al! water undertakings wel- 
come new demands provided adequate 
notice is given to allow time for any neces- 
sary construction and provided the demand 
is a firm one with reasonable safeguards to 
the undertaking. Water supply schemes are 
not elastic outside the limits of the yield 
of the source and the capacity of the plant 
and mains system. If they are to be 
designed so that planners and consumers 
can ask from time to time for more and 
more it means that the works have to be 
unduly large and expensive at the outset 
or it may result in additional works which 
may render quite recent works redundant. 
This does not mean that new works should 
be designed with no allowance for normal 
future development; far from it. 


Water engineers are accustomed to make 
such allowances and it may be that the 
margin available at any one time and place 
may enable them to accept a new heavy 
demand but it is all a question of the

In the mountainous forests of Burma and Siam, 
men work with elephants to extract the prized 
Tectona grandis, and send it on the long, slow 
journey down-river to the world’s markets. 
Machines are useless; the terrain is too wild, the 
trees marked for felling often too far apart. Creeks 
run dry between monsoons, and elephants are 
strong but slow. The journey lasts for years. 

Such arduous effort is justified only for a wood 
of quite exceptional quality, and teak is such a 


wood. Teak can be used for every kind of joinery. 
And, though it costs more than most other woods, 
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reserves then available in relation to the 
total resources of the undertaking. The 
larger undertakings resulting from amalga- 
mations will be much better able to meet 
sudden extra loads than the small under- 
takings which now exist in places. 

The question of siting large industrial 
water consumers in a regional plan is bound 
to be difficult. It is readily admitted there 
are many other controlling factors, e.g. 
accommodation for workers, proximity to 
suitable road and rail connections for bring- 
ing in raw materials and delivering manufac- 
tured products to the markets. Neverthe- 
less the water supply, both as to quality and 
quantity, may have to be the deciding factor 
especially where large quantities are used 
daily in manufacturing processes. 

Where much of the water required need 
not necessarily be of a consumable standard 
of purity the works may with advantage be 
located on rivers from which the manufac- 
turer can obtain his non-potable supplies 
and give them as much partial treatment as 
is called for in his processes. Normally 
such supplies are obtained by the indus- 
trialists themselves and very often almost 
the whole of the water can be returned to 
the river in a condition which will render it 
available for re-use further downstream. 
This process may be repeated many times in 
the middle reaches of a river which can 
sustain industry with demands many times 
the actual flow of the river 

In recent years a number of water under- 
takings have provided industry with non- 
potable supplies. To-date the practice is 
not extensive; it is to be deprecated where 
works are situated in the centre of a 
developed area as there is a risk of danger- 
ous cross connections with the potable 
supply but it has advantages where one or 
two large consumers are located in a some- 
what isolated district. 


Advantages to Industry 


The system can be advantageous to indus- 
try, which is saved the trouble of managing 
a water supply; one pumping station on a 
river might serve several works and un- 
treated water may be obtained in suitable 
cases direct from a reservoir and so save 
a heavy load on the treatment works. 

In the future, regional planners will have 
to cope with certain industries which require 
enormous quantities of cooling water 
although their requirements for other pur- 
poses may not be unduly large. Thermo- 
electric generating stations come within this 
category and it is stressed that they should 
be located on estuaries or close to the sea 
coast no matter how tempting it may be to 
place them on inland sites to suit other 
planning requirements. 

Regional proposals for spray irrigation 
are bound to give rise to most substantial 
water difficulties in the area east of a line 
drawn from the Wash to the Solent and to 
a lesser extent elsewhere in the country. A 
simple calculation will show that a wide- 
spread application of the practice would 
require an enormous quantity of water— 
possibly twice the present total demand for 
industry and domestic purposes together. It 
is obvious that no local water undertaking 
could accommodate such a demand within 
its system of supply; not only would the 
demand be seasonal at a time when the 


water is least available, but it might not be 
required every year. It would therefore 
appear that a complete application of the 
idea throughout the area is impracticable on 
engineering grounds and quite impossible 
economically. 

On the other hand it seems as if the pre- 
sent rate of spray irrigation may continue to 
increase in respect of the crops which give 
the best economic return and for the horti- 
cultural crops which possibly pay the best 
dividends per unit of water consumed. Even 
this limited application of the system is 
bound to lead to difficulties for those 


charged with the duty of making the water 
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available and at the present moment it is 
impossible to forecast future policy with 
any degree of confidence. 

Some very hard thinking and ideas of a 
most ingenious nature will be necessary if 
firm: proposals for spray irrigation are to be 
recommended in the future over substantial 
areas of the country. Until such time as 
the Central Authority declares its policy in 
this matter there is little that the regional 
planner can usefully do except to have 
regard to the inherent difficulties of any 
system of spray irrigation and to seek the 
advice of all the specialists who would be 
concerned in the adoption of the system. 





‘Planning Objectives 


Today’ 


A PAPER AT THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


PROFESSOR H. MYLES WRIGH1, 
MA, FRIBA, presented a paper 
entitled ‘Planning Objectives Today’ at 
a meeting of the Town Planning Institute 
held recently at Bishop Partridge Hall, 
Church House, Great Smith-street, SW1. 
Following are extracts from this paper: 
It seems to me that a number of power- 
ful forces, trends or tendencies very 
closely affect the use of land and the form 
of towns and buildings. These forces are 
too little considered in planning discus- 
sions, and even in development plans. 
Yet inexorably, as I see it, they sweep 
us all along; moulding land uses and 
deciding to a Jarge extent the place and 
patterns of new building. Planning 
policies and objectives that do not seek to 
comprehend and work with these forces, 
are, I submit, bound-to fail. Let us list 
some of these forces. 

First is the general demand for more 
space in and around buildings of all 
kinds; and the move, in search of it, by 
families and firms from central districts 
to the outskirts of towns. 

One may couple with this movement 
outwards, the growing demand for one- 
purpose, one-floor, easy-to-run shops, 
factories. bungalow dwellings. 

Second, is the attraction of the conur- 
bations for the ordinary family man and 
the ordinary firm. About half of the 
population of England and Wales lives 
within 20 miles of the Registrar- 
General’s conurbations (40 miles in the 
case of London). There is every sign 
that conurbations will continue to grow 
in population or physical spread or both. 

To this power we may add one of its 
effects—the drift of people away from 
isolated places. 

Third, and closely linked with the first 
two, are the increase in the number and 
uses of motor vehicles and devices for 
telecommunication. You will remember 
the Glanville and Smeed estimate that 
our present seven million vehicles may be 
double in number within ten years. 

Fourth, the emergence of a limited 
number of very costly developments of 
new kinds or on a new scale; power sta- 
tions, oil refineries, steel mills and chemi- 
cal plants. Each of these has such 
stringent siting requirements that it prac- 
tically sites itself—and sometimes far out- 
side that coffin-shaped area between 
Lancashire and Kent within which most 


of our industrial capacity has lain 
hitherto. The economic consequence of 
these great works is so great that they 
brush aside conventional ‘planning’ 
objections. They may be growing points 
for a new industrial phase, and in ‘new’ 
places. 

Next, we ought to note the re-emerg- 
ence of agriculture as an apparently 
permanent and strong force in national 
life; not only willing but also able to 
resist unreasonable claims on rural land 
for urban purposes. 

To this new agricultural strength we 
may add, as two rather quarrelsome 
room-mates, a widespread desire to pre- 
serve places of beauty, and a determina- 
tion to holiday-make in the country by 
ever-increasing multitudes—with and 
without caravans. 

It has now become almost a test of 
respectability in big cities that one should 
begin work about nine and end about five. 
There are many reasons, with which you 
will be familiar, for the increase of 
employments that observe these hours. 
You will also be familiar with the rush- 
hour loads on public transport and road 
communications that have resulted. 

Last among the powerful influences of 
our time I choose the half-century trend 
of legislation and changes in social atti- 
tudes that has made it very difficult for 
private enterprise to take part in schemes 
for the comprehensive improvement of 
parts of towns, or to continue to practise 
good estate management in urban areas. 

One notices two points about them 
as a group. 

All of them are interconnected. The 
demand for more space is linked with 
the motor vehicle and this in turn with 
the attractive power of the conurba- 
tions, especially of their fringe districts. 
The interest of a robust agriculture 
in the fringe districts is as obvious. as 
farms’ dependence on motor vehicles. 
The widening sprawl of the suburban 
estates of the conurbations means that 
rush-hour loads come more and more off 
the railways and onto buses and private 
cars. These same estates are partly local 
authority and partly financed by building 
societies who do not generally favour 
leaseholds as security for mortgages. 
For this last reason, among others, there 
are far too few developers—other than 
local authorities—who are prepared to 
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develop an estate comprehensively and to 
retain a permanent interest in its well- 
being. 

The Conurbations 


The conurbations and their rural 
fringes are the areas where the guidance 
of land use and the improvement of 
physical environment will matter most to 
most people. I believe that the advant- 
ages of being in or near a conurbation, 
for the average family man, factory or 
business, are so great that nothing will 
stop further expansion of conurbations— 
physically, in population or in both. The 
20-mile fringes—the Greenbelts Plus— 
thus become of the first importance. 


I believe that for every householder or 
business there are certain advantages in 
proximity or concentration, on the one 
hand, and in dispersal on the other. 
There is strong evidence that, in our 
age, these opposed advantages reach 
equilibrium in or at the edge of a conur- 
bation—an equilibrium in local dispersal 
and regional concentration. I do not see 
how one can otherwise explain the rapid 
growth and great power of conurbations 
or regional cities in a dozen countries. 

It follows that the guidance of further 
development in and near a conurbation 
should ‘be entrusted to a body owing 
allegiance to the whole conurbtion. This 
seems to me indisputable. Railways, gas 
and electricity are now regionally guided. 
Main roads, bus service, road goods 
transport, water supply, trunk sewers and 
some other services are at least semi- 
regionally planned and guided. 

But when one turns to the many-sided 
activity of general building development 
—that sets all the others in motion—there 
is no conurbation view at all. Four, or 
it may be six, county boroughs are 
hemmed in by two or four counties; each 
county borough covets some sector of 
the rural fringe near it, and each county 
is on the defensive. Is this half-concealed 
war, with its frequent appeals to emotion, 
circumstances of long ago and sectional 
interests, of benefit to the generality of 
conurbation inhabitants? I do not think 
so. 

Three Commissions are soon to try to 
recast the pattern of local authority 
powers and boundaries south of the 
Border. One indeed is already at work. 
If they fail to take account of the new 
regional citizenship, the power of plan- 
ning to improve environment in and near 
the conurbations will be grievously 
ee Let us make no mistake about 

at. 

_ Planning cannot do a good job with 
limited resources of man power and 
talent unless these are applied at the right 
level. A regional allocation of Jand in 
and near conurbations, between develop- 
ment and green belts, offers a fair promise 

our being able to obtain the land 
needed for building and also large green 
belts and uncluttered approaches to great 
cities. A similar allocation of land, or 
attempted allocation, within each local 
authority district, would be indistinguish- 
able from random sprawl. 

_I suggest, therefore, as our first plan- 
ning objective. that each conurbation, 
and its rural fringe, should be under the 
guidance of a single agency for all major 


planning decisions. This agency need 
not necessarily be a new local authority 
ruling the same area. 

Motor traffic will increase and I see no 
prospect of any general reconstruction of 
our older city centres to accommodate it 
conveniently. Some new major routes to 
city centres are needed. They should run 
through slums, and probably terminate 
at a roundabout or other distributing 
place which is also built on low value 
land. 

For the rest we must rely on admini- 
strative devices—car parking meters and 
staggering of office hours—for relief of 
traffic congestion in central districts. 

London is different. The numbers of 
office workers are vastly greater and have 
increased. The first annual report of the 
rush-hour committee shows that stagger- 
ing of office hours makes slow progress 
against employers’ fears of lost business 
and young ladies’ fears of lost social 
status if called upon to start work at 
8.30 a.m. Parking meters are going to 
be tried very soon. Both seem at present 
to meet with much the same unreasoned 
hostility as did Daylight Saving up to 
1914. The guess is risked here that it is 
in staggered hours, parking meters and a 
big increase of office employment centres 
in the outer districts, that London will 
find a_ tolerable solution to _ these 
problems. 

These possibilities leave us confronting 
one of the toughest of all our problems, 
that of the desirable density of buildings 
in rebuilt central districts. We are 
accustomed to close building in our cities. 
In a general way we want to retain the 
traditional closely built form of our 
central cities. But we want the other 
fellow to live in them. 


Yet there are the large, dilapidated 
districts in our big cities, near excellent 
transport centres and underlain by 
services that cost millions. We must 
re-use these districts. For what? If the 
dilapidated districts of the big provincial 
cities were to be wiped clear tomorrow I 
doubt whether there would be a demand 
to re-use more than a small portion of 
them on present-day economic terms. 
The big demand for land in these districts 
is social, not economic. The obvious use 
for them is to provide new and better 
houses for some of their present popula- 
tions. 

Overspill 


The last big city problem that forces 
itself into the shortest list is that of long- 
distance overspill. We have all realised 
by now that effective overspill demands 
first a job, then a house—plus strict con- 
trol of the vacated dwelling. No real 
progress can be made on planned over- 
spill until the Board of Trade, the 
Ministry and the local authorities pursue 
a common policy within each region. 

My second objective is a compound 
one, comprising ways to approach the 
major planning problems of big cities. 
Some new access roads along cheap 
routes, administrative measures to ease 
traffic congestion; a density of rebuilding 
at medium or low-medium rather than 
high; building in the rural fringe to be in 
the form of large developments in a few 
places; and other land around big cities 
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to be permanent green belt. These seem 
to me the most promising methods to 
pursue. 

My next suggested objective is that 
we should encourage comprehensive 
development by as many different agen- 
cies as we can. This is surely the only 
way by which we can secure a large 
amount of good new development, and a 
corresponding reduction in the gappy, 
undesigned sprawl that comprises so 
much of new building today. This last 
is by far the biggest failure of planning in 
the eyes of the responsible, and vocal, 
people who care about their surround- 
ings. 

Highly Skilled Task 


The failure is the fault of the whole 
country. Houses are the most common 
kind of building; and to lay out houses or 
flats, gardens, roads, lamp-posts and bus 
stops—all really well—requires ‘a high 
degree of professional skill, and usually 
a long-term interest by the developers. 
Yet we have put large-scale developers, 
other than local authorities and a few 
Government agencies, more or less out of 
business. Estate duties, the Rent Restric- 
tion Acts and the demands of local 
authorities for land, have broken up most 
urban estates. Building societies them- 
selves are not allowed to build or, as I 
have said, their preference for freeholds 
as security for advances has contributed 
to the decline of leaseholds. Thus to 
build some houses, sell them quickly and 
get out, has become the working rule— 
necessary for survival—of the great 
majority of private developers of land. 

The third objective is to impress on our 
masters the need to alter this state of 
affairs. Improvement of our physical 
environment depends as much on detailed 
layout and design as on wise decisions 
about land use. 

Planning authorities are unable, in 
most cases, to do the detailed design 
themselves. Nor can they force the 
average developer to do it as it should be 
done. No amount of head shaking will 
extort a good design from a man whose 
scale of operations and profit margins 
simply do not allow him to employ com- 
petent professional skills. We need to 
encourage more people to build on the 
right scale and to retain a permanent 
interest in the completed estates. 

My last objective is of narrower pro- 
fessional concern. [I think town and 
country planning has suffered in the last 
decade by a narrowing down. Most town 
planners are now the employees of local 
authorities. Only a few are in central 
Government and the Universities, and a 
mere sprinkling survive in private prac- 
tice on heavy subsidies from architecture. 
And most local authority planning 
officers are concerned with land use 
problems of the middling sort. Public 
opinion tends to think that planning is a 
rather narrow local authority specialism, 
doing some worthy work but failing in 
the big things (Manchester overspill, 
London traffic, Milford Haven) and also 
in the most obvious things (such as 
ensuring a high standard of layout 
of houses and streets). We know this is 
wrong. ‘We do what we are allowed 
to do.

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Nevertheless, any narrow _pro- 
fessionalism there is amongst us is wholly 
bad. Planning has a hundred aspects 
at half a dozen levels and everyone who 
can contribute should be welcomed and 
helped. Planning authorities cannot 
possibly do all that is needed to improve 
environment. The profession’s aim 
should therefore be that all developers 
who can afford it should have their own 
town planner. 

He would help to prepare their 
development scheme, keeping in mind 
functional requirements, general plan- 
ning needs, the orderly arrangement of 
ancillary works and, at all times, good 
design. Until all developers whose scale 
of operations justify it employ a town 
planner as naturally as they now employ 
an engineer or an architect we cannot 
hope for a general and noticeable 
improvement of layout and design; and 
planners will continue to be blamed for 
that which we are powerless to put right. 

We should also welcome and encourage 
close _ relations with economists, 
geographers, sociologists and others 
whose work bears closely on regional and 
town planning. 

Nevertheless, even if we achieve a 
widening of our community in these 
ways, the key man in future planning 
will be, as he is today, the planning 
officer. He is in the best position to marry 
national and regional policies and local 
circumstances. We should do all we can 
to fortify his position and ensure his 
high quality and. his possession of 
capable, though not necessarily numerous, 
staff. I believe the recent trends towards 
delegation of planning powers from 
counties to county districts is thoroughly 
bad. 

A planning officer who knows the 
character of his county or city and all 
the main claims on its land; who 
persuades into existence well-related 
communications and services; coaxes 
developers into using the right pro- 
fessional skills at the right time (with an 
eye for the younger men); and can per- 
suade his committee at crucial moments 
to take the bold and not the parish-pump 
decision—if this man is not creative to 
a very high degree then the word has na 
meaning. 


Growth of Conurbations 


Lorp SILKIN, moving a vote of thanks to 
Prof.. Myles Wright, said he felt they had 
to think again as to whether planners should 
regard conurbations as an evil to be pre- 
vented at all costs. Prof. Myles Wright 
had told them quite rightly that the develop- 
ment of the conurbation was a trend that 
was going on all over the world. 

Towns were growing and more of the 
population of all countries were drifting into 
the conurbations. The trend was going 
to continue because people wanted to live 
in that way. People were gregarious and 
they wanted the advantages that urban life 
gave them and they were prepared to face 
the disadvantages which planners said 
existed, 

“We have got to face this fact,’ Lord 
Silkin declared. ‘It is not the business of 
planners to tell people how to live. It is not 
my business or the business of Sir Frederick 


Osborn to tell them they must not live or 
that they must live in a certain way.’ Plan- 
ners had to accept this fact and ensure that 
people live in the best possible conditions.’ 

This meant that consideration must be 
given to such things as traffic problems and 
communications so that people living in 
these areas had the best possible access to 
the countryside. These were probiems that 
became more and more difficult in places 
like London. 

The fact was that a lot of new thinking 
had to be done about the problems of the 
conurbations. He did not think the New 
Town was the answer, nor was the expanded 
town. There might be people willing to 
live in these places, but by and large people 
wanted to live in the conurbations, and we 
had got to think of what the function of 
planning was to be in connection with the 
conurbations. 


Rigidity of mind 

Lord Silkin went on to say that on some 
occasions members, when proposing a vote 
of thanks, disagreed with the speaker in 
every possible way, but he did not disagree 
with the professor. In fact, he found him- 
self to a remarkable degree in agreement 
with what he had said. He would, however, 
like to take him up on one point, and that 
was his constant reference to his masters. He 
would be the last to deny that their masters 
were in need of education, especially one 
half of them, but he would not say which 
hajf. He had had experience of servants as 
well as masters and he would say that both 
often showed such rigidity of mind and lack 
of imagination, that they were unable to see 
both sides of a problem. 

Lord Silkin said he was also glad to refer 
to the last point made by Prof. Myles 
Wright. People said ‘This land must be 
residential,’ or ‘This land must be agricul- 
tural,’ but they completely shut their eyes to 
all the other possibilities some of which 
were equally important. There were people 
who said that because something was a 
thing of beauty it must remain there for 
ever and in no circumstances must it be inter- 
fered with whatever the economic conditions 
were. There was a great need to look all 
round these questions and consider all the 
possible uses of land. There was a need for 
education for all of them in planning. 

Smr FREDERICK OsBorRN, seconding the 
vote of thanks, said why Lord Silkin should 
have picked on him as being one of those 
who wanted to tell people how they must 
live he could not understand because all his 
life he had been attempting to make 
planners respect what ordinary persons 
wanted and not insisting on what they 
should have. Perhaps in that lecture, Prof. 
Myles Wright had even understated, though 
he (Sir Frederick) knew he did not under- 
value the importance of Delight in the 
final three-dimensional end-product of the 
planning and developmental process—a 
factor that made the work of the architect 
cardinal at a certain stage in the process. 
But he thanked him for not having be- 
devilled the subject by assuming as a major 
planning objective the pursuit of scenic 
drama, ‘excitement or urbanity and similar 
tiresome counters of current school jargon. 

Sir Frederick thought that the speaker had 
been correct in his view that there must be 
a single top-level planning authority for 
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each conurbation. The Town and Country 
Planning Association in the evidence it had 
just sent to the Royal Commission on Local 
Government had made a strong point of 
that. Whether it was a committee or arm of 
a top-tier many-purpose authority, or, in 
the case of London, a joint planning 
authority on which a number of top-tier 
many-purpose authorities were represented, 
they must have a planning authority for 
major planning purposes, or chaos and dis- 
orderly development would continue. 

It was only in the professor's second ob- 
jective—that of the development policy with 
the existing conurbations—that he was in- 
clined to doubt his emphasis. Sir Frederick 
did not think he was right in his view that 
the ‘pull’ towards the conurbations was 
primarily cultural and social. Undoubtedly, 
it was so for a special minority of people, 
but for the vast majority the ‘pull’ was 
simply the obtaining of a job. It was for 
this same reason they did so in Tokyo, in 
South America and in a great many other 
countries. They were there because they 
could not get a living anywhere else. It 
was a social problem of the rural areas. 

Sir Frederick considered that the key to 
better distribution of the population was a 
more intelligent control of the location of 
places of employment. That there must be 
a reasonable number of inhabitants within a 
fairly short range of communication, for all 
sorts of purposes from university to the 
higher cultural facilities and powerful 


. Shopping centres, was true, but it did not 


have to be 10 millions, or even three 
millions, within a 20-mile radius. 


Planned Dispersai 


He could not see that driving great new 
arteries into city centres through slum areas 
would ease their problems unless there was 
also a substantial amount of dispersal, 
right away from these cities, of employment 
and persons. Re-siting employment in 
suburbs seemed easier, and in some cases 
might be the best move practicable, but 
if the workers moved to the neighbour- 
hood they were simply creating a satellite 
town in a rather bound-in situation, and if 
they did not move they were adding to the 
criss-cross traffic. 

He agreed, however, about the desirability 
of providing decent all-class residential areas 
in city centres. This could be done, but 
only, as the speaker had said, if density 
was greatly reduced. That had always been 
the case for planned dispersal. The London 
experience suggested, he thought, that the 
dispersal could be to somewhat greater dis- 
tances than in the first experiments in the 
New Towns. 

Sir Frederick said he would like to end 
by agreeing wholeheartedly with the pro- 
fessor about two real needs—a more 
dynamic and concerted policy for all the 
Ministries concerned in planning and the 
location of industry and development, and 
an altogether stronger position and higher 
status for the planning function and the 
planner. But they must never be intimi- 
dated by ‘trends.’ The whole purpose of 
planning was to change trends. They must 
find out the reason for them and not just 
accept them because they were happening. 
They should study human requirements and 
material necessities and make new trends 
that suited social and personal purposes.

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Electrical Space Heating and the Design and Cost of Buildings 


A RECENT PAPER BY MR. R. BADEN HELLARD 


A PAPER on ‘ The Implications of Elec- 
trical Space Heating on the Design 
and Cost of Buildings’ was given by Mr. 
R. BADEN HELLARD, DipArch, ARIBA, 
AIArb, at the 1958 Heating Conference of 
the South Wales Electricity Board, which 
was held at Porthcawl recently. Following 
is the main text of Mr. Baden Hellard’s 
remarks: 

When first asked to give this paper in 
South Wales I thought it was necessary to 
check climatic conditions against those in 
other parts of the country, for with a 
system such as electric heating the degree 
of insulation necessary—and provided— 
will play an important part in the cost 
comparisons. ° 

To allow me to confirm or refute my 
views on this subject, I went for a reliable 
definition of the climatic conditions of 
the area in relation to those in which I 
am more used to designing, to ensure the 
validity of the cost references. 

Table 1 gives the comparative figures on 
sunshine and temperature for Wales and 
London. Thus with these figures coupled 
to the local knowledge that architects 
will have of the bahaviour of buildings in 
their own environment, it should be fairly 
easy to make the necessary adjustments for 
local variation. I would not like you to 
think that I am an expert, and I have con- 
fined my remarks to my opinions as an 
architect on the implications of these 
technical developments in electric heating 
upon our architecture, living and working 
conditions. 

In my office we have carried out several 
schemes, both commercial and domestic, 
using electrical storage methods and, in 
fact, I both live and work in buildings 
heated by storage methods. In the first 
case, by under-floor heating using Pyro- 
tenax and in the second case by block 
storage heaters, using the Thermodare 
process, and I will deal with my personal 
opinions in these matters later, when con- 
sidering matters of operation. 


Background of Development 


In order that we see the development of 
electrical heating methods in its proper 
perspective, I think we must first examine 
the architectural background against which 
installations lave developed. 

There are two aspects here; first, the 
ever-present and increasing need to reduce 
the costs of our buildings. This usually 
expresses itself as the demand to reduce the 
capital cost. Were this all that was neces- 
sary, there is no doubt in my mind that 
electrical storage heating systems would 
be the universal heating answer, for prop- 
erly assessed and properly costed, no 
other heating system, not even the simplest 
open fire, can be as economical in initial 
costs. This applies generally whether it be 
for conversion purposes or for a new 
building. But capital costs are not the only 
criteria, for a system that involved running 
costs crippling to the user would have 
short-lived success. hits 

The other major influence as I see it, is 
the developing theme of open planning in 
most of our building types. Whether this 


open planning arises from our ability to 
produce ever greater structural spans, 
thereby freeing floor areas of the building 
from structural duties, or whether the 
structural possibilities have sprung from 
the desire for large uninterrupted floor 
space, I don’t know—but certainly with 
the comfort conditions also required by 
present-day living standards, the return to 
large open spaces in our buildings has made 
the ground fertile for, indeed, has deman- 
ded, the development of systems of heating 
which will give an even warmth over large 
areas from a relatively low-temperature 
heating source. 


Comfort Conditions 

During the course of time every con- 
ceivable method of heating rooms or 
buildings has been tried—open fires, 
closed fires, stoves, radiators, convection 
systems, radiation systems, blown air 
systems—and systems have been tried in 
the floor, on walls and on the ceiling. 

There is much room in this field for 
individual preference, and no single method 
has received universal acceptance, or been 
completely successful in any particular 
sphere, and new changes in fuel and in- 
stallation costs invalidate previous systems. 

Before dealing with the electric systems, 
perhaps I could remind you again of what 
has been defined as the requirements for a 
pleasant thermal environment. These 
are :—- 

(1) A room should be as cool as is com- 
patible with comfort. 

(2) There should be adequate air move- 
ment but no local draughts. At the cus- 
tomary room temperature in Great Britain 
the velocity should be about 30 ft. per 
minute. 

(3) Air movement should be variable 
rather than uniform. 

(4) The relative humidity should not 
exceed 70 per cent. and should preferably be 
much lower. 

(5) The average temperature of the walls 
and outer solid surroundings (the mean 
radiant temperature) should not be appreci- 
ably lower than that of the air and should 
preferably be higher. 


(6) The air at the head level should not be 
distinctly warmer than near the floor and the 
heads of occupants should not be exposed to 
excessive radiant heat. 

Whilst it is possible to measure the 
success in existing installations, and it is. 
possible to design an installation to 
satisfy all these requirements, it would be 
very difficult in practice, and it is certainly 
not done generally. 

Humidity does not seem to be a critical 
factor in this country providing we see 
that there are no really bad draughts. 

It is also doubtful, in practice, whether a 
mean radiant temperature that is higher 
than the air temperature is achieved 
where large areas of warmed surfaces are 
concerned, and any system that is mainly 
convective never does. It has been said 
that whilst heating engineers are beginning 
to take mean radiant temperature into 
account at present, and therefore that 
they agree with this in theory, they do not 
agree with the theory in their practice ! 
Yet air heating, which is entirely convective, 
is common in American housing, and 
even in the immediate past we have made 
much use of this system over here, although 
just to confuse ourselves we call the units 
* radiators °. 


3% Initial Costs 


Returning to costs, it is not always easy 
to get the right prices for new techniques in 
the first instance. 7 

Those of you who have been concerned 
with the installation of any specialist 
equipment will have experienced the 
method of pricing specialist work on small 
jobs by adding the cost of PC sums to the 
general overall price per foot or cube 
super, and indeed, it is not uncommon on 
large buildings for general contractors to 
assess their final tender bid on the number 
and value of PC sums in relation to the 
general builders’ work involved. This, in 
the first instance, leads to higher tenders 
for cost saving systems than is justified. 

Even before this at the planning stage, a 
simple analysis of a bill of quantities will 
very often not show up the true capital 
savings of an installation of this sort,

Each curve begins at a figure representing its 

installation and capital cost set out in table 2, and 

rises at a rate representing yearly expenditure on 

fuel set out in table 3. Thus the electric floor 

warming system costs less to install than the others 
but its yearly cost is greater 


even if the architect has made the maximum 
economical use of the system and has made 
the savings that can result in other parts 
of the structure. This is, of course, a 
problem common to many other elements 
of a building or other items of specialist 
work. The prolific growth in new materials, 
new techniques and new products which 
we have experienced in this country since 
the war, and which I have no doubt will 
continue within the foreseeable future, 
has given us the problem of assessing the 
costs of some new unknown techniques and 
comparing them with others more familiar 
to us. 

Whilst I do not want to go into the full 
* implications of cost analysis and cost 
planning I think we must dwell a little on 
this subject, for an assessment of heating 
costs is one of the typical reasons for the 
development of the techniques which have 
become known as ‘ Elemental Costing.’ 

I think we should refresh ourselves with 
the difference between the two methods of 
heating, because it is the relative propor- 
tions of radiant and convective heat, and 
the temperature and position of the sources 
which distinguish one heating system from 
another. 

Radiant heat is that transmitted from a 
warm surface through air without mater- 
ially affecting the temperature of the air. 

Convective heat is that which first 
warms the air setting up convected currents, 
and ultimately produces a fairly universal 
air temperature. 


System Design 


With the development of electric under- 
floor heating systems the calculation work 
required is considerably reduced, and the 
overhead cost of technical design on 
schemes of this nature can be very much 
reduced. I have not had the opportunity 
of talking to a great number of heating 
engineers recently, but it does seem to me 
that it is possible that their opposition 


to electrical heating is founded on prejudice 
rather than technical fact. There is no 
doubt that at the moment in many cases 
where favourable off-peak tariffs are not 
offered by the local electricity board, a 
case can be made on cost grounds for 
other methods of heating. 

These alternative means can be sum- 
marised as conventional systems of radia- 
tors, heated by hot water, or steam from 
boilers which are fired by gas, coal, 
electricity or oil—all of which will rely 
upon the usual pipes, controls, etc; on the 
other hand, we have systems using blown 
air, where the air is forced by a fan over 
a heat exchanger which in turn can be 
fired by any of the four main sources of 
fuel. With any of these systems the amount 
of mechanical parts and ‘ gubbins’ of 
one sort or another must be considerable, 
and the design cost correspondingly high. 

This seems to underline the fundamental 
advantage of simplicity that the electrical 
method Any control system 
that is required for electric heating such 


as thermostats, anticipators, and so on,. 


will also be required in a similar degree 
for the control of the other systems, but 


. basically this is all the equipment that is 


required for electrical heating, and as 
manufacturing costs rise this will continue 
to increase the relative difference in initial 
costs between the two systems, as for the 
most part the heating elements are a stan- 
dard cable product originally, and still, 
in use for normal conduit purposes. 


Basic Fuel Costs 


There is no doubt that the cost per therm 
of useful heat is far greater than from oil 
or other solid fuels. Using 1957 as a basis: 


For oil 8.3d. at 11d. per gall. 
For coal 8.6d. at £8 per ton. 

For coke ... 10.4d. at £9.15.0 per ton. 
For gas. 26.2d. 


For electricity 24.2d. at .826d. per unit or 


29.3 at 1d. per unit. 

But to the individual consumer on 
whatever scale, this is not the only factor 
that matters. The cost of solid fuel is 
rising all the time and the winning of 
this material from the ground does not seem 
capable of much further increase in pro- 
ductivity. The labour content is high and 
therefore the price is not likely to be cap- 
able of much reduction—and in any event 
we are told that our coal supplies within this 
country are diminishing. 

Oil—an almost entirely imported pro- 
duct—can be produced very economically 
even now, but it only requires some 
interruption to either our normal means 
of trade and transport, or a breakdown in 
diplomatic or commercial relations, for 
operating costs of oil fuel to soar. With 
such a large corner of the world’s oil 
controlled by the American market, we 
should, I think, view the wholesale incor- 
poration of oil heating systems with some 
reserve, and in any event, if one particular 
fuel becomes extremely economic and 
likely to stay so, then electrical energy will 
presumably originate from this economic 
source. 

Of the various alternative fuelling 
methods available, fuel oil would seem to 
offer a number of advantages over the 
solid fuels. It is cheaper, it is easier to 
deliver and store, the installation can be 
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more easily made automatic, there is no 
dust and ashes, and as fewer vehicles 
are needed to deliver it, street congestion 
might also be relieved, but all these argu- 
ments apply with much more validity to 
electricity if the running costs be ignored. 

Recently there appeared in The Builder 
(October 4, 1957) a paper by Dex Harrison 
in which he attempted to forecast the 
likely cost trends of electricity with the 
introduction of nuclear methods, and 
if this is a subject which interests you, I 
can recommend the paper for its detail. 
This paper suggested that the likely points 
of balance between electrical costs from 
nuclear energy and from conventional 
solid fuel is likely to be reached in 20 
years’ time. It was written shortly before 
the development of * Zeta ’ was announced, 
but everywhere in the field of nuclear 
energy, targets and dates are being beaten 
rather than exceeded. 


The first Atomic Power Station at 
Calder Hall started three or four years 
behind the Americans, but we have 
managed to overhaul them, and _ this 
station went into production in an in- 
credibly few number of years. It may well 
be that in as little as ten years’ time the 
costs of heating by solid fuel methods will 
be more than the costs of electricity offered 
by the Boards at favourable terms for 
storage purposes. 

Electrical systems also have the advan- 
tage of simple control with the absolute 
minimum use of labour, and this again will 
tend to improve their relative cost position 
as standards of living and labour costs rise. 


Amenity and Aesthetics 


Whatever the size or scale of the scheme, 
the adoption of electrical storage heating 
will enable the architect to adopt a com- 
pletely open plan, and free him technically

running costs set out in table 4 (maintenance of 
equipment, interest on capital, etc.) are included 
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and aesthetically. It will do away with the 
often difficult problem of siting fuel 
stores, together with provision for their 
maintenance, and it will completely irradi- 
cate chimneys and flues, which will show 
most effect on the taller blocks of flats 
where shunt fiues now reduce, but do not 
eliminate the problem. In blocks of 
flats in particular, these aspects, as you 
well know, are often some of the architect’s 
and local authorities’ greatest problems. 


Detail Planning 


When planning a dwelling where an 
under-floor heating system is to be used, 
the plan form should be considered in 
relation to the system, and the position of 
furniture in rooms can have an effect upon 
performance. Beds, for example, occupy a 
large proportion of the area of bedrooms 
and act as obstructions to the heating rays 
from the floor—the bed surface itself 
tending to remain cold. Ideally, I suppose, 
compensating panels can be _ installed 
elsewhere to counteract this, or alternatively 
some . non-insulating mattress can be 
developed for beds to allow the radiant 
heat to pass. This suggests all sorts of 
interesting possibilities, but not ones 
which are the direct ¢oncern of this 
Conference ! 


In a heavily furnished room, if the fur- 
niture is of the big, soft, upholstered 
type, the floor would have a considerably 
reduced performance, and also all wall and 
ceiling surface materials should have a 
high insulation value, and the surface 
generally a low conductivity value. 

These factors could well be remembered 
when planning the placing of built-in 
desks, low cupboards or other items of 
furniture which fit solidly on to the floor. 
It seems also that it is important which 
way such fittings run in relation to the 
coil, for if a particular length of the coil is 
totally insulated and thereby builds up a 
higher temperature than elsewhere, there is 
the possibility of unequal loading occurring 
and therefore less efficient operation. 

I must admit that in my own house we 
have several large built-in units under 
which the floor cables run, and from which 
we therefore lose some of the efficiency, 
but in each case these have been planned 
across the line of cable, and the effective 
screening on individual lengths of cable is 
spread over a large number of the wires, 
rather than blotting out completely the 
run of a couple of strands. 


Personal Factors 


The reasons that led me to choose this 
system for my own house—which in- 
cidentally is a conversion of an old stables 
and coach house, and not a completely 
new building—can be summarised as 
follows :— 


1. Absolutely no attention is required to 
the system—there is no stoking, shovelling 
coal, cleaning up grates and so on involved. 

2. There are no dirty nooks and crannies 
to become blocked up by the use of radiators. 

3. No floor space is lost for heating 
equipment. 

4. There is absolute cleanliness in opera- 
tion with consequent freshness, and possibly 
— savings in decorations—and above 
all— 

5. There is the low costZof installation. 


I would like also to have said that 
whilst the running costs were high, they 
were not higher than was justified for 
these advantages, but unfortunately this 
particular system-——which has been in now 
just twelve months—seems to have dev- 
eloped an elusive fault, and for the past 
three or four months my local Board and 
I have spent a lot of time trying to discover 
the reasons for excessive consumption— 
12,500 units for consumption by 5,5 kW 
installed. Average ‘ U’ value .2. The fault 
has not yet been identified, but the exercise 
has, at any rate, provided us all with a lot 
of figures which in all other respects bear 
out the principles and confirm general 
opinions held about stability of tem- 
perature and so on. 


‘ Focus’ in Domestic Work 

In my case we have not provided any 
particular focus point in the room—it did 
not seem to be necessary, for in this case the 
room was planned around a large glass 
wall which faced full south and a large 
garden. By day—summer or winter—there 
could be little doubt of the focus in the 
room, and by night sociable conversation 
or television seems to look after this 
question fairly well. The point is, that a 
positive decision on a focus must be made, 
and the architectural treatment will then 
take care of itself in relation to the charac- 
ter of any particular project. 

For example, in another case a specific 
focus may be required by the client or the 
architect may feel that his client’s approach 
is one that will react against the system 
unless one is provided. 

In the scheme costed below, our client’s 
attitude and the plan which we had 
created, required a small ‘cosy’ sitting 
area separated from the main living 
space—an area where a feeling of enclosure 
was required without completely closing 
off the room from the other living space. 
We therefore decided that such a focus 
was necessary and we designed the room 
with alternative details in this position. 
There were certain key points of construc- 
tion that had‘to be picked up, but once this 
was attended to the rest was purely a 
matter of design detail. 

Once again it is only reasonable to 
include the cost of any features now neces- 
sary, purely for aesthetic or amenity 
reasons, in an assessment of the cost of 
the various systems—or to look at it 
another way, if it was decided that for 
reasons of focus, comfort, tradition, call 
it what you will, something must be done 
this would have to be paid for, as an 
alternative to the conventional-minded 
owner or tenant requiring an open fire and 
flue that would inevitably increase the heat 
losses. 

We hope in a few months to be able to 
add to this the proportions of people 
who are prepared to accept floor heating 
without any focus and without any addi- 
tional open fire factors, from our own ex- 
perience, but I understand that at Woking 
where speculative estates are being de- 
veloped without the open fire, so far the 
demand is exceeding the supply. 

In any case each architect ought to make 
his own assessment of the value of these 
different factors, and if he is in possession 
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of the details of the costs of these decisions 
ae is probably no better person fitted to 
e it. 


Operating Features 


The obvious and most important differ- 
ence between a storage heating system and 
any other system is the lack of control- 
lability—or more correctly—delay in con- 
trollability. The deeper the cables are laid 
in the screed the less sensitive the floor is 
to control, but set against this disadvantage 
is an advantage which has to be experienced 
to be really appreciated. This is the consis- 
tency of the temperature in normal 
conditions, a consistency which continues 
even with the sudden changes in tem- 
perature outside. If the sudden change is 
an increase then opening the windows is a 
natural method of adjustment which in 
practice does not seem to waste an awful 
lot of current. Where the outside change 
is a sudden reduction in temperature the 
difference is felt less severely than it is in 
other systems, due, I think, to the radiant 
nature of the heat source. Also when the 
temperature has dropped suddenly, anyene 
moving about between different heating 
conditions does so at a brisker rate, and 
acts as a human compensator. If, alter- 
natively, the occupation is extremely 
sedentary, such as knitting or reading, 
an additional small high temperature 
radiant heater is an economic and adequate 
solution. 


I would therefore always recommend 
with under-floor systems the provision of 
an adequate number of socket outlets for 
very local heat sources; in the average 
dwelling these will probably be required of 
a good electrical installation anyway. 


Anticipatory Controls 


The various anticipatory controls which 
are on the market seem to me to work as 
well as can be expected, and will never 
be any better until some reliable weather 
forecasting apparatus is available, but in 
my opinion the best form of anticipatory 
control is the human one, plus the intro- 
duction of a time switch which is set each 
night in accordance with a weather 
forecast; so that in the period immediately 
after cessation of occupants in an office, 
at, say, 8 o'clock, and in the home at 
bedtime, the temperature is allowed to 
fall and the control set to switch on the 
heating sufficiently early only to store up 
enough heat for the following day’s 
consumption—i.e., at maximum operation 
in mid-winter the full off-peak charging 
time may be necessary to provide the 
required output during normal daytime 
occupancy, but as the temperature differ- 
ence decreases the input time will similarly 
reduce and this should reduce back from 
the commencement of occupancy, so 
that charging goes on to the last minute 
of the off-peak tariff. 

If, however, off-peak rates are not 
operating—which I hope soon will never 
be the case—a similar economy can be 
achieved by switching the heating off a 
few hours before the end of the occupancy. 
In practice this works quite well, for in the 
winter evenings in the home one tends to 
close the curtains, perhaps put on a small 
fire for appearance or additional comfort 
(‘ fug-up’ as it were), and I have found 
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from my own observation that the room 
temperature immediately before bedtime 
is two or three degrees higher than it has 
been throughout the rest of the day. 

Thus the 1}-2° drop which would result 
from the normal rate of cooling with no 
heating on, would not be noticed. I 
would emphasise that this is only the case 
with a non-off-peak tariff, and where there 
is an off-peak tariff in operation the savings 
resulting from this type of control are 
probably not worth the trouble in altering 
the thermostat, and this could be left at a 
suitable setting for the whole of the heating 
season with little effect on consumption 
costs. 

I am sure that the variety of usage, heat- 
ing and cooking costs experienced in this 
country are such that any form of com- 
parison between families with heating and 
cooking systems using electricity, and 
others not using them, to be valid must 
have as its basis a national survey, because 
with any total consumption there is still 
likely to be considerable variance between 
the amount spent on cooking, bathing 
and heating. 

The only real comparison would be one 
between a family not having an all-in 
electrical system, and the same family 
then having an all-in electrical system for 
I believe that a system such as this where 
costs are unknown at the time of usage 
tends to be used to the limits of a par- 
ticular family’s requirements, and not 
necessarily in relation to the limit of their 
pocket. This, I think, is borne out by 
experience in Kirkcaldy where the people 
having the highest bills are not those 
who can afford the most, and those with 
the lowest bills are not necessarily those 
who can afford the least. The consumption 
seems largely to depend upon the ability, 
or desire, to master and use the system 
intelligently. 

A general consumption factor of 1250 
units per annum per kilowatt installed 
does seem to be emerging as a guide to 
consumption rates, and the experience at 
Kirkcaldy and other places suggests that 
whatever the reasons, actual consumption 
is generally falling short of the calculated 


consumption suggested in earlier papers’ 


on this subject. 


In Kirkcaldy the most recent costs to the 
tenants average 13/9}d. for a three apart- 
ment dwelling, and 9/4d. for a two apart- 
ment dwelling, and this compares with 
14/34d., and 10/94d. in previous years. 

In my opinion this reduction is due partly 
to the initial costs of drying out, and partly 
to the experience that tenants have in the 
use of the system, and it may also be 
partly due to more care being taken by 
some of the more excessive consumers in 
the first year’s operation. 

Just recently, however, considerable 
publicity has been given to the all-electric 
houses at Woking where a heat pump 
system—the Ferranti Fridge Heater—has 
been installed in conjunction with electric 
under-floor heating. We have done a 
couple of jobs like this, but they have not 
been running long enough for any of the 
results to have validity. The development 
of the Fridge Heater would certainly seem 
to be a distinct advantage with the under- 
floor heating, and in my opinion will 
produce lower running costs than with the 


same standard of amenity—the normal 
refrigerator. 

There is no doubt that the comfort 
experienced with under-floor heating prop- 
erly installed in well insulated buildings is 
all that can be desired, and this amenity 
extends to the cleanliness of furniture as 
well as decorations, and the dark patches 
over heating sources just do not appear. 
Of course this is an argument against the 
block type thermal storage heaters, but 
here it is no worse than with the con- 
ventional radiator, and not so bad as with 
open fires. 


Floor Finishes 


‘One thing we have found with under- 
floor heating, however, is that this tends to 
lead to sticky floors. This I fhink is due 
to the fact that anything spilt on normal 
floors will be wiped up or cleaned up 
before it has congealed or cemented 
itself to the surface, but due to the floor 
being at a higher temperature than normal, 
anything dropped on it if solid tends to 
melt more quickly—and then as a liquid 
is dried more quickly, and so adheres to 
the surface. 

Any form of insulation above the heat 
source—whether it be cork, wood, carpet, 
or whatever—will tend to restrict the up- 
ward flow of the heat and therefore to send 
it downwards with consequent loss around 
the sides of the building. It can also lead 
to a reduction in the radiant emissivity of 
the floor area, and therefore if carpets are 
used they should be kept small, and placed 
near the centre of the rooms—at any 
rate leaving a foot between the edge of the 
carpet and the edge of the building. 

This is particularly important where 
an installation has been carried out leaving 
a perimeter strip without cables. 

Discussion of floor finishes, I think, 
takes me on now to construction and fac- 
tors affecting the construction. It seems 
to me that there can be no better base for 
under-floor heating than the normal 4 in. 
or 6 in. concrete over-site on the ground 
floors, and this will allow the cables or 
trunking to be laid direct on to it. There 
have recently been a number of firms who 
have advocated ‘he use of lightweight 
aggregate for over-site floor slabs. These 
aggregates, which have been developed 
from pulverised fuel ash, are advocated in 
order to reduce the downward heat loss 
from the buildings. 


We investigated this just over 12 months 
ago, as we felt that anything that restricted 
the downward heat flow would both reduce 
the thermal storage, and also restrict the 
upward heat flow once the heat had 
penetrated beneath the building, and we 
felt that if it did anything at all it would 
merely further delay both the heating up 
and the cooling off of the floor. But this 
does not of course apply where the heating 
is in an upper floor and downward heat 
flow must be restricted. 

The screeding which secures the cables 
is obviously an important part of the con- 
struction, and failures have been known 
to occur where a concrete screed has 
shrunk and cracked on drying, and in so 
doing fractured the cables and caused the 
failure. This risk can be reduced by using 
as dry a mix as possible for the part of the 
screed which locates the cables, and a 1:4 
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cement/sand ratio is perhaps the most 
workable mix in this condition. 

Just recently, however, the development 
of a material known as ‘ Sythanite’ 
would seem to be ideal for screeding with 
under-floor cables. ‘Sythanite’ is a 
by-product of hydrofluoric acid and is a 
synthetic anhydrite. It weighs 140 Ib. per 
cubic foot, has a flexural strength of 957 
Ib. per sq. in., and a compressive strength 
of 4,020 Ib. per sq. in. with a conductivity 
of 4.92. Its most valuable property in 
connection with under-floor heating sys- 
tems is that it can be laid in large beds of 
up to 600 sq. yds., without fear of shrinking, 
and the problems of cracking, which I 
have referred to. It also seems to have no 
detrimental effect on the cable coverings, 
and we are using this material now as a 
standard specification with non-retractable 
under-floor heating. 

It is a most workable material on the site, 
and when it is put down it has consistency 
more like cooking flour just being worked 
up into pastry—not quite crumbly, and not 
quite pastry. 

The perimeter insulation cannot be too 
highly emphasised in my opinion. If 
this can be taken down to 2 ft. 0 in. it is a 
very good standard to achieve. This 
perimeter insulation should be something 
which retains its insulation qualities 
when wet, or damp, and there is quite 
a range of materials known in this category, 
materials such as water-resistant Stramit 
board, Ozonite, Terlite, or of course the 
new expanded Polystyrenes would seem to 
be an equally good choice. 

The principles, and these seem to me to 
be that the materials used should have a 
minimum resistance to upward heat flow, 
and retain all their normal properties at 
the normal floor operating temperature. 


There is one material which is in many 
ways the ideal product for under-floor 
heating. This is the Blue Hawk floor tile, 
formerly known as Ardux floor tile, which 
was shown for the first time by the British 
Plaster Board at last year’s Building 
Exhibition, although it has been produced 
in small quantities for a number of years 
by Aero Research of Cambridge. This 
tile, consisting as it does of a thin veneer of 
high quality hardwood resin-bonded to a 
sand and U/F backing, combines low 
resistance to upward heat flow with a high 
thermal capacity in the backing, which 
itself improves the storage, and it presents 
the attractive wood finish. 


Types of Systems 

You have had set out the names and 
principal characteristics of the various 
specialist systems that are available, and it 
was suggested that there were two prin- 
cipal variations on the theme, the first, 
and simplest, being the non-withdrawable 
embedded cable, and the second, one or 
other variant of method to provide a 
withdrawable system in the event of 
failure. The cost of the withdrawable 
systems is justifiably greater than those 
where replacement would be more difficult, 
and I would like to put to you that in very, 
very few cases, if at all, is the extra cost of 
fitting a withdrawable system justified. 
The risk in burning out after occupation is 
virtually nil, and if, therefore, the cables 
are tested frequently during the installation

and no damage occurs, the only possibility 
that is at all likely is the fracture on drying 
shrinkage of the screed. 


But what if there is a failure ? With both 
systems the cost of locating and replacing is 
common, but with the embedded system, 
in addition it will be necessary to take up 
the floor on either side of the failure and 
then re-screed and re-lay the floor. The 
cost of this operation would be something 
of the order of £25-£30, as against £5-£10 in 
the withdrawable system. A larger 
installation does not seem to increase the 
risk of failure, and if in the large installation 
there is a failure, when this is attended to 
the cost, although considerable, will 
certainly not be as great as the additional 
cost incurred for each kilowatt of an 
installed withdrawable system. Even the 
smallest system will be 5 or 6 kilowatts, 
and there is an average of £5 to £10 extra 





on each kilowatt for a withdrawable 
system. 


With a housing scheme the multiplying 
up over 50 to 500 dwellings of even £1 or 
£2 additional charge per kilowatt, plus 
the loan interest on that cost, will be more 
than adequate to deal with even a complete 
failure in one or two dwellings several 
years after installation, and therefore I 
suggest that even this small additional 
cost can be saved, and the small risk taken. 


Elemental Costing 


In considering the effect on the capital 
cost of a heating system on the capital 
cost of a building, unless a proper analysis 
has been carried out we may not have all 
the facts available to ensure that the right 
choice of heating systems has been made, 
for inevitably our choice will involve other 
builders’ work, and the cost of a system 














will always be made up of three main 
aspects :— 

1. The equipment used to provide the 
heat source amd any necessary to transfer 
this heat source to the point of requirement. 

2. The necessary builders’ work involved 
in this system. 

AND FINALLY— 

3. Items of indirect cost which would 
normally be measured under their own 
respective trades. For example, cost of 
excavations for a boiler house on a large 
scheme, or on a smaller scale; the cost 
involved in trimming joists, floor covers, 
roofs, and the flashings necessary for 
chimneys, all of which may be found under 
the Carpenter, Paviour, Plumber, Tiler 
trades, and so on. 


For this reason I think it is worthwhile to 
examine a particular scheme and assess 
first of all the effect on capital cost on the 
choice of several different systems, so that

this may act as a guide in assessing the 
full cost implications of a heating system. 

I will take for my first example the cost 
of an individual house, and for my second 
example, the cost of a block of flats. 
I will refer here to a paper which was 
published in the Architects’ Journal two or 
three years ago of a house where we carried 
out this exercise in rather more detail 
than one would normally have time for, 
so that the results would be a useful 
basis for us in future work. 

The time to make this detailed considera- 
tion is always difficult because the choice 
of the system may well have its effect on 
the plan form of the building, and it is 
inevitable that when carrying out the 





sketch designs one thinks and plans in 
terms of the heating system which will 
ultimately be used. Nevertheless, it should 
be possible to take a sketch plan and 
work out the details of alternative heating 
methods and their costs, as we did in this 
case. 


Description of House 


We considered first a simple conventional 
system using a convector fire with built-in 
under-floor ducts, built-in convection ducts 
to rooms other than where the fire was 
located, coupled with a normal domestic 
boiler providing hot water heating, and a 
certain amount of convection to other 
reoms.

The second possibility was a complete 
house warming system with blown and 
ducted warm air. 


Thirdly, a similar system, but using only 
a single central trunk. 


The fourth was a conventional hot water 
radiator system from a solid fuel boiler, 
and finally these were compared with 
electric under-floor heating, using non- 
withdrawable circuits and copper sheathed 
cable. 


Details were drawn for the five systems 
and a bill prepared for the work which has 
been summarised as Table 2. 


Assessed this way, quite remarkable 
capital costs emerged, and the electrical 
system confirmed what I have said earlier, 
that it was quite easily the cheapest of any, 
even making quite lavish allowances for 
extra focus fittings (see Sketch 1), and 
additional fitments in the kitchen in lieu 
of the boiler (see Sketch 2). 


Having considered the capital costs of 
these systems, the next consideration must 
be running costs, and these break down 
into fuel consumption costs and other 
running costs, which roughly correspond 
to maintenance costs. These we summarise 
in Table 3 (Annual Fuel Costs), and Table 
4 (Running Costs Other Than Fuel). 


You will notice that in the maintenance 
costs we included the interest on invested 
capital for each of the capital costs of the 
five systems, and this was at 3} per cent. 
With existing loan charges of something 
of the order of 64 per cent, these figures 
would be very different, and would have 
the effect of making a still greater improve-

Larger Schemes 


On a larger scheme the detailed build-up 
of these costs will alter, and it is possible 
that alternative schemes—probably using 
oil fuel—will show up better at the moment, 
but it is significant that two large local 
authorities have made the decision recently 
that all tall blocks of flats built shall be 
heated by electrical storage means. 


The London County Council is one such 
authority, and one of the deciding factors 
is that the cost of providing full electrical 
heating will be less than the provision of 
the normal conventional open fire systems, 
and therefore can be included in the build- 
ing cost; whereas any other form of central 
heating would be more expensive and it 
would therefore be necessary to amortize 
this additional cost over 20 years, instead of 
the normal loan period of 60 years. 


I have talked to the architect responsible 
for this recommendation—which the coun- 
cil accepted—and his view was similar to 
mine, that whatever the figures say now, 
progress is such in the field of nuclear 
energy that the risk is justified. 


In a large scheme the additional factors 
that should be considered, other than the 
direct installation cost of equipment, will 
include such things as chimneys, flues, 
fuel stores, and the area of building that 
they would occupy, and this space can 
probably be replanned into useful living 
accommodation. With ordinary individual 
heating systems the problem of surfacing 
the lifts, stairs or areas around the fuel 
store as a protection against damage when 
fuel is delivered, are costs which would 
not have to be met, and it is also likely 
that the cost of refuse disposal will also 
be less. With a central heating system the 
cost of the boiler house and its fuel store 
can be written off—often together with 
the access roads and the maintenance 
costs of an attendant or stoker. 


Recent studies carried out by the Building 
Research Station have shown us that it is 
worthwhile spending £10,000 in capital 
costs to save the work of one man who 
today would probably cost £500 a year 


In many cases the reduced capital costs 
of an electric system—and I say ‘ reduced ’ 
because I don’t mean ‘ cheapest ’, I mean 
reduced below the conventional level—will 
allow the provision of extra thermal 
insulation, and so reduce the ultimate 
running costs of the system. 


Conclusion 


Before concluding, I would mention 
two indirect but related points which will 
affect the design of buildings with electrical 
under-floor heating systems, and these 
both involve the question of information. 


The architect, when considering the 
installation of a system, should give 
thought to the changes in operational 
procedure that may be necessary, and 
then give this information clearly to the 
general contractor. Economy in building 
operations is dependent even more on the 
close integration of one operation with 
another, and this will mean that if a special- 
ist is employed his ability to keep to a time 


table so that the general contractor’s 
efficiency is not impaired, will be important. 
Although it is a simple operation, the 
contractor’s programme can be seriously 
affected by a delay, for this operation will 
normally be carried out near the end of a 
job when the timing of various trades and 
operations will be carefully assessed if a 
completion date and any possible penalties 
for non-completion are likely to be at 
issue. 


The general contractor must know 
clearly what is involved at the time he 
draws up his programme and it is the 
architect’s responsibility to tell him. 
Once told he should be able to rely upon 
the sub-contractor’s or specialist’s time 
keeping. From the sub-contractor’s 
point of view this will probably be a 
one-sided affair, for whilst he will be held 
to a certain date, it is quite likely that 
coming at the end of the job this date 
will be pushed around by the general 
contractor. 


I have said that it is the architect’s 
responsibility to give all the necessary 
information about the product to the 
contractor, and this means that he must 
also be given the information that he wants 
—first to decide on the system and secondly 
to give the necessary instructions to the 
contractor. j 


I make no excuse for putting in here 
that the specialist firm or manufacturer 
producing electrical systems should con- 
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form to the recommendations of BSS 
1311: 1958, and give facts briefly, concisely 
and to a standard size and format. 


Those who are not architects who try to 
keep up to date with the latest develop- 
ments will have no idea how difficult the 
problem is to store and file the information 
that even a small practice requires, and the 
successful introduction of new techniques 
depends just as much on the adequacy and 
efficiency with which all parties put over 
the information, as it does on the validity 
and efficiency of the technique itself. 


I believe that electrical storage systems 
of heating, and particularly under-floor 
systems will play an ever increasing part, 
and a most valuable one in developing 
the amenity and aesthetic quality of our 
buildings, and I also believe that in the 
short run, and in the long run, they will 
be economic to the consumer. 


For if we fail to take occasional cal- 
culated risks such as these, then our 
building industry will continue to lag 
behind other British industries, and lag 
behind the progress of building abroad. 
With our nuclear scientists progr >ssing 
with Zeta, etc., at the rate at which they 
are, I don’t think we can afford to ignore or 
omit to try systems which offer improved 
amenity at no greater initial cost, for then 
I think we can rely on our country’s 
technological ingenuity to combat the 
running cost factors at present outside our 
control. 





CARAVANS: SOME HOPE OF PLANNING CONTROL?

A CASE that offers some hope to local 

planning authorities in their efforts 
to control the siting of caravans has 
recently been decided by the Lord Chief 
Justice in the Queen’s Bench Division and 
is reported as Attorney General (Ex 
Relatione Egham Urban District Council) 
v Smith and Others. The Lord Chief 
Justice granted an injunction restraining 
the defendants from using or causing or 
permitting to be used as a caravan site 
any land within the boundaries of the 
urban district of Egham without prior 
grant of planning permission. 


The facts were briefly these. The 
defendants occupied the first site on 
Retreat Farm without planning permis- 
sion and an enforcement notice was 
served in April, 1955. The defendants 
appealed to the Minister who only gave 
his final decision on December 31, so that 
the enforcement notice was suspended for 
nine months. The site was objectionable 
as being within the green belt. In view 
of the wishes of the Minister the council 
did not act again until May 3, when they 
served a fresh enforcement notice, to 
which the defendants replied with a fresh 
application for permission, which was 
refused. 


When Mr. Smith, one of the defend- 
ants, was summonsed he was fined £25 
and as no notice was taken he was sued 
for a daily penalty of £20. The reply of 
the defendants to this was to move on 
to a fresh site on an adjoining field. Then 
followed the now usual routine of appeal 


and refusal] and by March 23, 1956, the 
caravans moved to the next site, Royal 
Hythe Farm. 


Despite the fact that the council put up 
warning notices saying that they had not 
authorised the site, an application for 
permission was made, and by April 2 
there were 140 caravans on the site. A 
further appeal to the Minister was made 
which was dismissed and there was 
evidence that the routine was going to 
continue on other sites. 


Although the defence claimed that no 
offence was committed before an enforce- 
ment notice was disregarded as the Act 
provided a penalty for such disregard, 
the court thought that the authorities, 
especially the recent case of Attorney 
General v Bastow 1957, showed that the 
Attorney General was entitled to apply 
for an injunction. The defendants had 
been using the machinery of the Act to 
effect delay and the Lord Chief Justice 
granted an injunction to take effect 
within two months. 





Staffs. Schools Programme

BUILDING AND CIVIL ENGINEERING ORDERS 
MoW Figures for Second Quarter 


GURES published by the Ministry of 

Works show that new orders valued 
at £306m. were obtained by contractors in 
the construction industries in the three 
months ended June 30 this year. These 
figures, together with figures showing the 
value of new work carried out by con- 
tractors during the same period, are shown 
in the table below. , The figures will 
appear in the September issue of Economic 
Trends No. 59, to be published shortly by 
HM Stationery Office. 

The total value of new work obtained fell 
by some £30m. compared with the previous 
quarter, and is £25m. less than in the same 
period last year. 

There is as yet little evidence of any sea- 
sonal trend in the figures and while the 
value of work obtained in the first six 
months of this year is £54m. less than the 


amount obtained in the first six months of 
1957, it is £5m. more than the orders 
obtained in the second half of last year. 

The decline in orders obtained in the 
second quarter compared with the first 
quarter is mainly the result of reductions of 
£21m. in work for public authorities and of 
£8m., in industrial building. 

Fluctuations of this order in the amount 
of work put in hand for public authorities 
in any quarter have probably little signific- 
ance because they tend to reflect the incid- 
ence of one or two large contracts: there is 
also some reduction in the housing pro- 
gramme. 

The difference between the value of work 
done on industrial building and the value of 
new orders received suggests that some 
decline in the level of industrial building 
must be expected.

Liability for Lighting Under the 
New Streets Act, 1951 


Q.—I recently purchased a new freehold 
detached bungalow on a small newly de- 
veloped estate, and Clause 14 of the ‘* Special 
Condition of Sale’ included in the contract 
between myself and the builders states: ‘ The 
purchase price also includes all street making 
charges.’ 

On June 25, 1958, along with all the other 
frontagers, I received notice from the local 
urban district council that the streetworks so 
far carried out by the developers are in 
accordance with the council’s standard 
specification, and it was understood that this 
firm would complete the whole of the works 
to enable the council to adopt the street on 
completion. It also states that ‘the term 
“streetworks” includes the provision of 
street lighting and until this is provided the 
street will not be adopted.’ 

The notice goes on to say that the de- 
velopers have informed the council that they 
do not propose to install street lighting and 
have asked the council to serve notice, under 
the Private Street Works Act, 1892, on me 
as a frontager to provide the street lighting. 

It is also stated that before taking any 
further action the council has to make me 
aware of these facts and suggests that if in 
fact the terms of my deeds state that the 
price paid includes * streetworks,’ I should 
take up the matter with the developers with- 
out further delay, as a failure by them to 
provide street lighting might constitute a 
violation of the contract for sale. 

On reference to the title deeds, there is no 
mention as to the liability for road charges 
or to street works, although the contract 
states that the ‘ Purchase price includes all 
street making charges,’ and the property is 
sold as having ‘no road charges.’ 

My solicitor who, incidentally, acted for 
the majority of the frontagers, maintains 
that he has not heard of developers provid- 
ing street lighting and states that it is the 
council’s responsibility to provide street 
lighting. 

As a member of the building trade I have 
not heard of this before. 

Can you offer me any help and advice on 
this matter and can I claim protection or 
indemnity from any further charge under the 
New Streets Act, 1951? 

I might add that the street is not quite 
complete yet. SB. J. 


A.—A legal correspondent writes: From 
the facts before me, this appears to be an 
unusual case and I consider that you should 
ask an independent solicitor to go into the 
matter fully both with the local authority 
and with the builders. It may be useful, 
however, if I make some general observa- 
tions. 

Where an unadopted street is not ade- 
quately made up or lighted, the local 
authority can have the work done under the 
Private Street Works Act, 1892, at the ex- 
pense of the frontagers. 

A builder embarking on an estate develop- 
ment may therefore adopt one of various 
courses, He may enter into an agreement 
with the local authority that he will carry 
out all the work necessary to conform to 
the local authority’s requirements, the 
authority undertaking that they will adopt 
the street upon the work being completed to 


their satisfaction. Such agreements are 
usually made in writing under section 146 of 
the Public Health Act, 1875. Where this is 
done there should be no question of notice 
being served on the frontagers under the 
1892 Act. 


Alternatively, the builder may make up 
the street to some lesser standard, leaving 
the local authority to take action under the 
1892 Act, as and when they think fit. It is 
quite common in such cases for the builder 
to give an undertaking to purchasers that 
he will bear the cost of any work done under 
the 1892 Act. Such an undertaking operates 
as an indemnity, i.e., the local authority 
must serve any notices under the 1892 Act 
on the frontager, but he can call upon the 
builder to meet the cost. 


Since the passing of the New Streets Act, 
1951, any person proposing to build a house 
with a frontage to an unadopted street is re- 
quired to deposit with the local authority a 
sum representing the cost of making up the 
street under the 1892 Act. There are certain 
exemptions—notably where the builder 
has entered into an agreement as described 
above under section 146 of the 1875 Act. 
Another important exception arises where 
the street is substantially built up with 
houses before the builder begins his particu- 
lar development. I observe, however, that 
in the particulars of sale your plot is re- 
ferred to as ‘land on the south side of a new 
street known or intended to be known as... 
Avenue.’ In these circumstances it is not 
likely that the latter exception will apply. 

I think, therefore, that the local authority 
should be asked why they are not enforcing 
the New Streets Act. It may be that the 
authority were relying on the builder to 
comply with their specification for street 
works and lighting; but, unless there was a 
definite agreement under section 146, the 
authority were not strictly entitled to do 
this and the builder may have been guilty of 
an offence, albeit in good faith, under the 
New Streets Act. 

If the builder is in the clear as regards 
the New Streets Act, it will be necessary 
to consider the effect of the contract of sale. 
Clause 14 of the special conditions provides 
that ‘the purchase price includes all street 
making charges.’ This phrase is somewhat 
ambiguous, but for a number of reasons I 
think it may be taken as including the cost 
of lighting. First, as mentioned above, it 
is not uncommon for the builder to indem- 
nify a purchaser against the cost of works 
under the 1892 Act, and such works would 
include lighting. Secondly, a purchaser 
would expect the phrase to mean that he 
would not be called upon to pay separately 
for any deposit under the New Streets Act, 
and this also would include lighting. Thirdly, 
the condition refers to all street making 
charges. A. E. T.

MENT IN SURREY 


County Planning Officer’s Report 


JN his report reviewing industrial develop- 

ment in Surrey for the six months’ period 
to December 31 last year, the County Plan- 
ning Officer, Mr. T. V. S. Durrant, says 
that of the applications received for develop- 
ment in the County, 90 were approved and 
68 refused. The total floor space in the 
approved applications was 602,950 sq. ft. 
and in those refused 338,526 sq. ft. Well over 
half the floor space approved was for ex- 
pansion by firms already in the county and 
the greater part was extensions of existing 
factories on the same sites. 

Among the trends already noted was that 
of firms to move voluntarily out of the 
Metropolitan area. That was limited in 
Surrey by shortage of sites beyond the Green 
Belt and the necessity of taking into account 
the immediate and ultimate effects on areas 
to which such transfers could take place. 

The attraction of the north-west area 
was due to several factors. Perhaps the most 
important was the extent to which, since the 
war, small but growing industries had be- 
come established in the Camberley, Woking, 
Egham and Walton and Weybridge areas. 
Many of them were on new estates at York 
Town (Camberley), Sheerwater, Hersham 
and Byfleet. Another reason for the large 
number of applications in the north-west 
area was the fact that there was still vacant 
land within the industrial estates. 

The continuing restriction on development 
closer to London was forcing industrialists 
to consider areas further out. That factor 
was affecting all non-Metropolitan areas to 
some extent, but in the north-west Surrey 
area, the presence of Vickers-Armstrongs 
at Weybridge, and other considerations made 
the pressure for development more difficult 
to resist. In time it would lead to very strong 
pressure for residential and other types of 
development in the Green Belt. 

The new Gatwick Airport would not only 
give rise to a large and rapid increase of 
employment in that area, but also to a 
demand for all sorts of industrial and stor- 
age projects claiming connection with the 
airport. 


Extension of Green Belt Suggested 


POSSIBLE EXTENSION of the Metropolitan 
Green Belt in the southerly and westerly 
directions of Surrey was suggested by Mr. 
A. Winpsor-Spice, chairman of Surrey Town 
and Country Planning Committee, speaking 
at County Hall, Kingston, recently. 

Referring to the County Development 
Plan, he said the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government had recommended local 
planning authorities to consider establishing 
further areas to check the growth of a large 
built-up area, to prevent neighbouring towns 
from merging into one another and to pre- 
serve the special character of towns. 

The Planning Committee, after consulting 
the district authorities and area sub-com- 
mittees, had advised the Council that they 
would be justified in seeking approval to an 
amendment to the plan to extend the Green 
Belt, broadly speaking, in the south and west 
of the county. 

There were more development applica- 
tions in Surrey than any other county in 
England and Wales—14,600 lastajeane, Per- 
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mission was refused in 3,209 cases (22 per 
cent.); 481 appeals were lodged, 66 were 
withdrawn, and of those determined, 103 
(25 per cent.) were allowed. 

Mr. Windsor-Spice recalled that the 
County Development Plan which became 
operative on June 6, included the Minister’s 
acceptance of 370 amendments put forward 
by the Council, subject to exceptions and 
variations in 17 instances. The Minister had 
also made 120 modifications himself, mostly 
relating to minor matters. Only 25 of the 
modifications related to alterations decided 
as a result of the Minister’s examination of 
the plan. The future population of the 
county had been re-assessed to take account 
of the alterations. 

Dealing with the Surrey Hills area of 
outstanding natural beauty, the chairman 
pointed out that it covered the whole of 
the North Downs and Leith Hill area, which 
was defined in the Development Plan as an 
area of great landscape value and covered 
about 100 square miles more, including an 
extensive area south of the Hog’s Back as 
far as Hindhead and the county boundary 
near Haslemere. 

On the question of town development, a 
special sub-committee had been set up in 
1952 to report the availability of land for 
housing and to seek in consultation with 
county district authorities, a constructive 
solution to housing problems in Metro- 
politan Surrey. 

Frimley and Camberley Urban District 
Council had agreed to build up to 1,250 
houses for the hard-pressed authorities in 
Metropolitan Surrey, and work was expected 
to start before the end of the year. 

Commenting on office development in 
Central London, Mr. Windsor-Spice pointed 
out that a great many people who worked 
in London offices lived in Surrey. Between 
1949 and 1954 the number of Surrey people 
who went up to London by train every day 
increased from 79,000 to 100,000—an in- 
crease of 26 per cent. 

Asked what Surrey would have looked 
like without planning, Mr. J. H. N. Bourne, 
assistant clerk to the County Council, said 
he thought it would have been ‘one mass 
of suburbia with Reigate and Guildford part 
of Greater London and the rest probably 
caravan sites.’ There was plenty of land for 
development in Metropolitan Surrey with 
large houses and big gardens. The estimated 
population of Surrey in 1971 was 829,500. 

Mr. T. V. S. Durrant, County Planning 
Officer, said that since the appointed day, 
with the county committee’s help, over 1,000 


acres of land had been secured for public’ 


access. A great deal had been done by local 
authorities, and in every case they had 
been concerned.

EDGBASTON REBUILDING 
PLAN APPROVED 


Start in October 


BIRMINGHAM CORPORATION has given its 
approval to a comprehensive private master 
plan to rebuild Edgbaston as the city’s 
exclusive suburb for the higher income 
groups. Work on the first of the new build- 
ings in the scheme—some multi-storey 
blocks of flats—is to start in October. 

The project by Calthorpe Estates to trans- 
form the Victorian aspect of Edgbaston in 
the next 40 years is stated to be the biggest 
private undertaking of its kind in the 
country. The first 10-year section is to cost 
about £25,000,000. 

The scheme was approved on September 
5 at a special meeting of Birmingham Public 
Works Committee at which Coun. D. 
Thomas, chairman of the Town Planning 
Sub Committee, presided. The Committee 
has generally approved the zoning for the 
three and a half square miles involved, and 
the proposed housing density of 31 people 
to the acre. 

Mr. J. Mapin, ARIBA, the Birmingham 
architect who has prepared the plan, said 
that a mixed development of flats and houses 
was necessary to achieve the housing density 
and also maintain spaciousness. Seventy 
acres near Five Ways have been zoned as.a 
commercial centre. Each of the two residen- 
tial areas in the plan will have its own 
‘heart’ with small shopping centres.

CANADA.—Construction of the first five 
buildings, in the multi-million-dollar Dozois 
slum clearance development for Montreal is 
expected to commence shortly. A contract 
has been provisionally awarded by a joint 
committee of city officials and Montreal 
officers of the Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation. ... The City Council have 
voted to proceed with preliminary work on 
the Place Ville Marie development in mid- 
town Montreal. This provides for build- 
ings following the lines of New York City’s 
Rockefeller Centre. . . . The Quebec Gov- 
ernment has announced that a new highway 
50 miles long will be built through rough 
bush country to link the Lake St. John dis- 
trict directly with the Upper St. Maurice 
River Valley... . Construction of what is 
believed to be the first stainless steel curtain 
wall building in Western Canada will be- 
gin soon in St. James, Manitoba. The new 
building is to be erected for Atlas Steels 
Limited. . . . A Montreal firm, Messrs. Atlas 
Construction Co. Ltd., has been awarded a 
contract for the superstructure of the new 
Trans-Canada Highway Bridge spanning the 
St. John River at Fredericton, New Bruns- 
wick. Earlier this year they were awarded 
a $900,000 contract for construction of the 
sub-structure of the bridge, which will span 
the river about a mile above the town. The 
new contract covers construction of seven 
reinforced concrete arch spans and com- 
pletion of five approach spans of the 2,200- 
ft. structure. 


SOMALILAND.—Financial aid has been 
given by the UK Government towards the 
cost of the Somaliland Protectorate develop- 
ment programme. The programme, which is 
phased over the period 1955/60, covers pro- 
jects such as education, agriculture, medical 
services, water supplies and port develop- 
ment; and the Protectorate Government 
plans to spend about £2.47 million on them. 

The additional assistance is in the form of 
a supplementary grant under the current 
Colonial Development and Welfare Act, and 
up to £500,000 will be provided if required. 

Under the various Colonial Development 
and Welfare Acts the Somaliland Protec- 
torate has received about £2.85 million from 
the UK Government towards the cost.
